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CONSTITUTION and BY-LAWS 

OF THE 

ILLINOIS PHARMACEUTICAL ASSOCIATION 

CONSTITUTION 

ARTICLE I. 

This Association shall be called the Illinois Pharmaceutical Association. 

ARTICLE II. 

The object of this organization shall be to promote the advancement of phar- 
macy and those engaged in its practice to a higher professional standard; the sup- 
port aind encouragement of education for a more thorough preliminary schooling and 
greater scientific requirements for the practice of pharmacy, and regulation of the 
various grades of pharmaceutical service; the promotion of the commercial interests 
of pharmacists through the exploitation of new ideas, and united movements for 
improving the drug business, the fostering of literature, improvements and inventions, 
but discouraging the manufacture and sale of secret medicines to the medical pro- 
fession and the public; to endeavor to propose such changes in the pharmacy law at 
may from, time to time, be indicated for the better protection of the public against 
inferior, adulterated, or dangerous drugs and medicines, and careless, ignorant, or 
incompetent compounding and sale of drugs and medicines. 

ARTICLE IIL 

Section 1. This Association shall consist of active, associate and honorary 
members. 

Sec. 2. No person except a registered pharmacist in the State of Illinois whose 
name shall appear on the register of the Board of Pharmacy, shall be eligible to 
active membership in this Association. 

Sec. 3. Any pharmacist in good professional and moral standing, who shall 
have attained the age of twenty-one years, residing in the State, whether in business 
for himself or in the employ of another pharmacist, shall be eligible to associate 
membership, but shall not vote or hold office in this Association. 

Sec. 4. Pharmacists, and chemists, and other scientific men, who may be 
thought worthy of the distinction, may be elected honorary members. They shall 
not, however, be required to contribute to the funds, nor shall they be eligible to 
hold office or vote at the meetings. 

ARTICLE IV. 

The officers of this Association shall be a president and three vice-presidents, 
a permanent secretary, a local secretary (to be elected from or near the place of next 
meeting), a treasurer and an executive committee consisting of one member from 
each congressional district in this State (and of which committee the president,, sec- 
retary and treasurer shall be ex-officio members), all of whom shall be elected 
annually, and shall hold office until the election of thier successors. Provided, That 
all officers not elected in this manner shall be appointed by the president. 
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ARTICLE V. 

Section 1. The president, or in his absence or inability to serve, the vice- 
presidents in their order shall preside at all meetings of the Association, call special 
meetings at the written request of twenty-five members ; shall present at each annual 
meeting a report of the affairs of this Association, and perform such other duties 
as pertain to the office. 

Sec, 2. The secretary shall keep a record of all the proceedings of the Associa- 
tion. He shall read all communications, conduct all correspondence of the Asso- 
ciation, at each annual meeting render a report of the duties performed by him since 
the last annual meeting, and perform such other duties as the Association shall direct. 
He shall notify members of committees of their appointment and election, and 
furnish each member of the committee with the names of his associates on said 
committee. He shall receive and collect all moneys for the Association, giving 
receipt for the various amounts, keep a correct account thereof, and pay the same 
to the treasurer, taking his receipt therefor. He shall give a suffciient bond within 
60 days after his election, subject to the approval of the president. 

Sec. 3. The treasurer shall have charge of all the funds of the Association, for 
which he shall be personally responsible, shall pay all bills when countersigned by 
the president and secretary, and report the state of the treasury when called upon 
by the executive committee. He shall give a sufficient bond within 60 days after his 
election, subject to the approval of the president. 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of the secretary and treasurer to turn over to their 
successors, without unnecessary delay, all papers and property of the Association 
committed to their care. 

Sec. 5. The executive committee shall have full power to act for, and have 
general charge of the affairs of the Association in the intervals of the sessions of 
the Association, provided that the action of such committee shall not contravene in- 
structions of the Association ; and its action may at any time be overruled by the 
Association. The committee shall organize by the adoption of rules, and with such 
officers and committees as it shall deem desirable or necessary. Seven members 
shall constitute a quorum. 

Sec. 6. Xo member of the executive committee shall be represented by proxy 
unless the person holding tlie proxy resides in the same congressional district as the 
member Issuing it, and no member of the State Board of Pharmacy shall be a mem- 
ber of the executive committee or hold the proxy of any member thereof. 



ARTICLE VI. 

This Association may establish for its future government and regulations such 
by-laws, not in conflict with this Constitution, as may be deemed proper and desir- 
able. 

ARTICLE VIL 

Every proposition to alter or amend this Constitution shall be submitted in 
writing and received at an annual meeting, and may be voted for at the next annual 
meeting, when, upon receiving the votes of three-fourths of the members present, 
it shall become a part of this Constitution. 
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BY-LAWS 



ARTICLE I. 

Twenty-five members shall constitute a quorum. 

ARTICLE II. 

Section 1. Every registered pharmacist in the State, of good moral character 
and professional standing, shall be eligible to membership. 

All applications for membership shall be made in writing to the secretary, who 
shall report such applications to the Association at its next meeting, when the appli- 
cants may be elected by a two-thirds vote of ther members present. 

Sec. 2. Every member shall pay annually into the hands of the secretary the 
sum of two dollars. Any one in arrears at the annual meeting shall not be entitled 
to vote, or receive the report of the proceedings of the Association, and any one 
neglecting to pay said dues for three consecutive years shall be dropped from the 
roll of membership. 

Sec. 3. . The Association shall have power to expel a member by a two-thirds 
vote ; but the vote shall not be taken until the next annual meeting after the charges 
have been preferred, and the accused shall be notified of the charges and specifica- 
tions made against him. 

ARTICLE III. 

Section 1. The president shall, within 60 days after each annual meeting, 
appoint the following committees (of which he shall be an ex-officio member,) each 
to consist of three members, viz : Committee on matters of trade interests, and 
committee on legislation. 

Sec. 2. The committee on trade interests shall report at each annual meeting 
such observations and information upon that subject as may seem to them of inter- 
est to the Association. 

Sec. 3. The committee on legislation shall keep a record of, and compile for 
reference, the enactments of the different states regulating the practice of pharmacy 
and the sale of medicines. They shall report at each annual meeting of the Asso- 
ciation what legislation on the subject occurred during the year, and what addi- 
tional legislation is desirable in this State. 

ARTICLE IV. 

The proceedings of the Association, the roll of officers, committees and members 
shall be published annually, under the supervision of the secretary, and a copy of 
the proceedings sent to each member of the Association who is not in arrears for 
annual dues. 

ARTICLE V. 

Nominees for the State Board of Pharmacy shall be elected in the following 
manner: At each annual meeting of the Association twenty-five registered phar- 
macists of the State, having the qualifications as prescribed by the pharmacy law, 
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shall be elected by the Association, and the names of said twenty 'five members shall 
be forwarded by the secretary to all registerd pharmacists in the State, with the 
request that from such members, or others, as the said pharmacists shall severally 
prefer, five members shall be selected and their names transmitted to the secretary. 
From the five members receiving the highest number of votes cast in the aggregate 
the Association shall at its next annual meeting elect at least three members, whose 
names shall be submitted to the Governor as nominees of the Association, as re* 
quired by the State Pharmacy Act: Provided, That if the Association does not so 
select them they shall be selected by the executive committee. 

ARTICLE VI. 

Nominees for advisory board, department of pharmacy, University of IllinoiSt 
shall be elected in the following manner: At each annual meeting of the Associa- 
tion twenty-five registered pharmacists of the State, having the qualifications as 
prescribed by the pharmacy law, shall be selected by the Association, and the names 
of said twenty-five members shall be forwarded by the secretary to all registereit 
pharmacists in the State, with the request that from such members, or other, as the 
said pharmacists shall severally prefer, five members shall be selected, and their 
names transmitted to the secretary. From the five members receiving the higheat 
number of votes cast in the aggregate, the Association shall, at its next annual 
meeting, elect at least three members, whose names shall be submitted to the 
president of the State university as nominees whom the Association deems qualified 
to fill any vacancies which may occur in said advisory board: Provided, That if the 
Association does not so select them they shall be selected by the executive com- 
mittee. 

ARTICLE VII. 

The order of business, unless otherwise ordered, shall be as follows: 

1. Reading the minutes. 

2. Applications for membership. 

3. President's address. 

4. Reports of officers and committees. 

5. Unfinished business. 

6. New business. 

7. Election of officers. 

8. Installation of officers-elect. 

9. Adjournment. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

Section 1. These by-laws shall not be suspended without the consent of two- 
thirds of the members present. 

Sec. 2. Any amendment to these by-laws must be made in writing, read before 
the Association at one sitting, and laid over to a subsequent shting, when, upon 
receiving the votes of two-thirds Of the members present, it shall become a part of 
these by-laws.

FIRST SESSION 
Thursday, June 11, 1914. 

President Dorland— The Thirty-fifth Annual Convention of the Illi- 
nois Pharmaceutical Association will pjease come to order. In view of 
the fact that this year we are meeting at a summer resort, and as we 
have no local townsman to extend to us a 'Welcome to our city,* it has 
been decided to have a few words of welcome from the presidents of the 
Illinois Pharmaceutical Association, and the Illinois Pharmaceutical 
Travelers Association, respectively. I trust that this Convention will 
produce more actual results to the pharmacists of Illinois than any other 
convention ever held. Naturally, I am a little prejudiced towards the 
success of this convention.

President Dorland : — I take great pleasure in introducing to this Con- 
vention, Mr. James Morrisson, who will bring you greetings on behalf 
of the National . Wholesale Druggists' Association. 

Mr. Morrisson: — Mr. Potts has said to you all the things I would 
have said,, but said them much better than could I. In the past it was 
possible for our Associations to work together more than today, but a 
paternal government interfered. We want to work together as much as 
we can. We have tried to work together. Our association passed a reso- 
lution in favor of the Price Maintenance Bill, and our members are 
working for it. We have worked with your association on the Harrison 
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Anti-Narcotic Bill, and we should like to be of assistance to you in any 
way that is legally possible. As a representative of the National Whole- 
sale Druggists Association, it is my pleasure and privilege today to bring 
to you the good wishes of our association. (Applause).

President Dorland read his address. 

PRESIDENT'S ADDRESS 

Fellow Members of the Illinois Pharmaceutical Association and Brother 
Druggists of the State of Illinois. 

Gentlemen : — In presenting to this Association my address as your 
President for the present year, I am confronted with many perplexing^ 
ideas regarding just what such an address should consist of, in order to 
be productive of beneficial results to the druggists of this state and at 
the same time to be conducive to greater harmony and co-operation 
among those who have the best interests of pharmacy at heart. 

In looking over the printed proceedings of this Association for sev- 
eral years past and noting what my worthy predecessors have said to 
you in their annual addresses, I am convinced that there is not much that 
has been left unsaid along the lines of pharmaceutical development and 
legislative protection. It shall be my intention at this time to bring to 
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you practically the same message that has been voiced by your past pres- 
idents, but at the same time, I shall endeavor to state as clearly as possi- 
ble, and to the best of my ability, in just what way we, as druggists, are 
lacking, and I shall offer for your consideration personal ideas of mine 
which after being carefully deliberated upon and revised by you, may 
offer some solution to the intricate problems of present day pharmacy 
and pharmaceutical conditions. It is my earnest desire that this address 
shall be put before this convention and debated and that every man here 
present shall express his views on the subjects treated therein in the hope 
that we may arrive at some definite conclusion regarding a method of 
operation for the future that will accomplish beneficial results for the 
retail druggists of this state. 

The past year has been one of pharmaceutical development in that it 
has marked the completion of the ninth revision of the U. S. Pharmaco- 
poeia. The work of these gentlemen who have assisted in making the 
necessary experiments and research for the preparation of such a volume 
of authentic information for the safety of the public, and the guidance 
of the retail druggists cannot be too highly commended. 

National legislation pertaining to the interests of pharmacy and 
more especially to the conservation of the interests of the pharmacists of 
this country has been of great import during the past year. The pro- 
posed amendment to the Sherman Anti-Trust Law, covered by H. R. 
13,305 should be actively supported by every druggist of .the United 
States. By active support, I mean that the druggist should get in touch 
with the member of congress from his district and with the United States 
Senators from his state, either by personal interview, letter or telegram 
and keep in touch with them. Constantly assuring them that he is vitally 
interested in the passage of such a measure. He should also urge all 
retail dealers to support this measure in the same aggressive way. The 
American Fair Trade League has been of inestimable service in the inter- 
ests of this measure since it has in a quiet ^ystematie way gradually 
w^elded the diverging interests of' the various manufacturing and retail 
organizations of this country into a powerful fighting force that will 
eventually defeat the efforts of the piratical price cutter by prohibiting 
and penalizing unfair competition and dishonest advertising, thereby pre- 
venting the elimination of the smaller business man by unfair methods. 

I wish to mention in particular at this time, Mr. Edmond A. Whit- 
tier, of New York City, the Secretary-Treasurer of the American Fair 
Trade League who is laboring unceasingly in the interests of his organ- 
ization and in the interests of the small independent dealer of all lines 
of trade. I would recommend that this Association appropriate a suit- 
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able sum for the continuance of this work by the American Fair Trade 
League. 

In a recent communication to the Board of Pharmacy, the Governor 
of this state has requested that the druggists' attention be called to the 
fact that there have been complaints to the effect that druggists sometimes 
decline to permit their stores to be used as hospitals and to furnish first 
aid to the injured. The Governor also suggested that every assistance 
possible be offered by the pharmacists at such a time. I would call yonr 
attention to the first editorial in the May 14th issue of the Journal which 
treats this subject from its many standpoints. The retail druggist has 
often thrown wide his doors to the injured, supplied dressings, bandages 
and medicines and received not one penny for it. In addition, he has lost 
business which would have come to him if his store had not been filled 
with the morbidly curious who are on hand in large numbers at such a 
time. It is a noble privilege to serve your fellow man out of the fullness 
of your heart and assist him in his time of dire extremity, but why should 
the retail druggist be made the proverbial goat and asked to perform 
this duty without recompense of some kind that will assist him in paying 
his rent and running expenses in order that he may continue in business. 
The suggestion of Mr. C. A. Mayo, president-elect of the A. Ph. A., pro- 
posing the enactment of a law that would assure the druggist payment 
from his city or county for material used and service extended at such a 
time i'l case the person receiving same is destitute, offers much food for 
thought. 

The recent ruling of Secretary of Agriculture Houston, to the effect 
that beginning May 1st, 1915, the phrase, "Guaranteed under the Food 
and Drugs Act,'' will not be permitted on the labels of drugs and food 
stuff, should be heartily commended by all far-thinking pharmacists. The 
mere placing of this inscription on the label in the past and at the pres- 
ent time, has afforded many unscrupulous manufacturers and dealers the 
opportunity of imposing upon the uninformed public. The plan is, that 
the re-seller or retail dealer, shall be protected by a guarantee printed on 
each invoice that he received from the manufacturer or jobber. We as 
pharmacists, cannot commend too highly any and all efforts that wiU 
assist in the marketing of absolutely pure drugs and preparations but at 
the same time, we must not allow ourselves to be carried away by emo- 
tional and nonsensical plans for creating a Pure Food Department that 
may act only as a misleading proposition for the people, an imposition on 
the retail druggist and a job provider for the payment of political debts. 
Let us not forget at this time, the very strenuous efforts of the Pore 
Food Commission supported by a certain large Chicago newspaper, who 
endeavored so industriously at the last session of the Legislature, to take 
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drug store inspection out of the hands of the Board of Pharmacy where 
it rightfullj' belonged, and place it under their own supervision and con- 
trol. 

Trade interests will be very ably handled by your trade interest com- 
mittee, with Mr. Byron Armstrong as chairman. From correspondence 
that I have had with Mr. Armstrong during the past year, I feel sure 
that he will present a paper that will be full of live subjects and that 
will be of much interest to the druggists of the entire state and I trust 
that you will accord him the courtesy of a general discussion of his 
paper. It is very disheartening for a man to labor upon a report, giving 
it his best efforts, and then have a convention pass it by with a whoop 
and a hurrah and never think of it again. From a personal standpoint, I 
again ask that you discuss my acfiiress and that you even refuse to con- 
cur in portions of it rather than to calmly move its adoption and burial 
in the records of this convention. Always remember that we cannot 
make progress unless new ideas are raised and discussed with our fellow 
workers. 

The work of your U. S. P. and N. F. Propaganda Committee during 
the past year is deserving of the highest co-operation and support of the 
members of this Association and the druggists of the state of Illinois. 
The report as presented by your chairman, Mr. Lee Pedigo, will be of 
much interest to you all and I recommend that this convention take def- 
inite steps toward the completion of a plan for the continuance of this 
work. The executive committee of this Association, last November ap- 
propriated $400 to the Propaganda Committee with the understanding that 
the druggists of various cities who made application, should contribute 
an amount equal to that spent by this committee in their city, for the pur- 
pose of putting a detail man in the field. In addition to doing detail 
work among the doctors, these men were asked to solicit new members 
for the Association and to enliven the interest of those druggists who 
had for various reasons allowed their membership in this Association to 
lapse. While the immediate increase in membership from this source 
was not very great, still on the other hand quite a showing was made and 
in addition several members who were back in their dues, saw fit to re- 
instate. The chief objection in my mind to this plan, was that the money 
did not go far enough to benefit a large enough per cent, of membership. 
However, it has been money well spent for it has taught us that detail 
work can be handled by the retail druggists with results, both in the 
increase of the prescription business and in the renewal of the interest 
of the druggists in different localities in a proposition of common benefit. 
I recommend that in the future, each city shall pay the entire expense of 
its own detail work and that the money appropriated by the Propaganda 
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Committee be expended in promoting local organization work among the 
druggists for propaganda. And that the detail men be selected by the 
chairman of the Propaganda Committee and work in harmony with his 
ideas. In this way, each locality would pay for its own service and at 
the same time the state Association through its Propaganda Chairman, 
would exercise a general supervision over such work. 

The American Pharmaceutical Association should be most earnestly 
and conscientiously supported by every pharmacist who is interested in 
the scientific side of his profession and also by all druggists of this state 
and country who take a secret pride in their title of registered pharma- 
cist. Th^ A. Ph. A. has worked untiringly and continuously to offer to 
the retail druggist the result of all the research and experimental work 
in the laboratories of the world. Thus keeping him in touch with 'all 
current information obtained from those sources and making him if he 
will permit himself to be made so, thoroughly competent and abreast of 
the times with modern scientific pharmacy. 

From latest information obtained, the N. A. R. D. has made giant 
strides in membership during the past year. The continuous and steady 
growth of this, the greatest organization of retail dealers in the world, 
is certainly sufficient cause for congratulation to the men who compose 
the rank and file of the membership and also bespeaks competent and 
far-sighted leadership during the past years of its existence. The untir- 
ing efforts of Secretary Thomas Potts and his corps of competent assist- 
ants cannot be too highly commended and I wish to urge the continued 
active support of every druggist in this state to the N. A. R. D. There 
may be policies of the National Association in operation at the present 
time, or contemplated, to which you,^ as an individual may be opposed and 
if so, it is your duty to voice your sentiments regarding the same in the 
hope that the future policies of the N. A. R. D. may clearly and definitely 
reflect the will of the great majority of its members. Nothing can be 
accomplished by an organization of any kind unless its members are men 
who do things, rather than those who are disposed to offer advice at long 
range, criticise freely the efforts of others and skillfully refrain from 
doing anything themselves to build up the organization. The retail drug- 
gists of this country at the present time, stand head and shoulders above 
any other retail organization through the efforts of our National Associ- 
ation and yet we are at present, working only in the crude. Much is to 
be done in the future if we are to attain the conditions in the drug busi- 
ness that are rightfully ours. I recommend that the Illinois Pharmaceu- 
tical Association renew its former pledges of confidence in and support 
to the N. A. R. D. With the added understanding that this shall mean 
absolute confidence and active support and co-operation. 
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The changes in the membership of the Board of Pharmacy during 
the past year demand the thoughtful consideration of this Association 
and the druggists of the entire state. It has been the intention and pur- 
pose of this Association during its entire existence to keep the Board of 
Pharmacy entirely free from political alliances of any sort in order that 
the members of the Board could perform their prescribed duties in an 
impartial way without owing allegiance to any political faction and being 
answerable only to the Pharmacists of the state who had chosen them 
for membership on the Board. This original intention of the Illinois 
Pharmaceutical Association, was certainly deserving of the highest com- 
mendation and would create an ideal condition if it could have received 
the whole hearted co-operation of the various state administrations. But 
it is a known fact, that the wishes *of this Association and the druggists 
of Illinois have time and again been treated with indifference and ap- 
pointments on the Board of Pharmacy have been made along political 
lines entirely, in a great majority of instances, leaving this Association in 
a most embarassing position. Illinois Pharmacy today is in politics, root, 
stem and flowering top. Some druggists endeavor to persuade them- 
selves that this condition does not exist but deep down in their hearts 
they know that there is not a shadow of a doubt but that politics abso- 
lutely regulates pharmacy in Illinois. Our annual license fee is paid into 
the state treasury and instead of the Board of Pharmacy having control 
of the money that each druggist pays for the renewal of his license, said 
money to be expended in the interest of pharmacy, we are compelled to 
obtain our appropriation from the legislature in the same way that other 
State Hoards do who have no annual registration fee. And it is my be- 
lief that the Pharmacy Department has not received an appropriation 
that was within 25 per cent, of what that Department collected and paid 
into the State Treasury. I do not wish to be understood as criticising the 
efficiency of the present Board, because 1 believe that their work during 
the past year will stand the closest investigation, at the same time merit- 
ing our hearty approval. They are all gentlemen of education, experi- 
ence and refinement and I shall support them during their term of office 
to the best of my ability, but I do desire to raise these questions: If the 
druggists of this state are taking a vote each year on Board membership 
only to have the result of this vote accomplish nothihg in the way of help- 
ful and honest suggestion to the Chief Executive, then we are wasting 
both our tim<e and our money. If the druggists of this state are paying 
on their own initiative and by virtue of a pharriiacy law framed and 
passed through their own efforts, more money into the State Treasury 
than the Board of Pharmacy receives in appropriations from the Legis- 
lature, for the conduct of a department that was created solely to safe- 
guard the public health, and at the same time other departments are re- 
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ceiving appropriations for somewhat similar work without contribHting 
a proportionate amount in fees, then we, as retail druggists, are sanc- 
tioning a business proposition that is absolutely ridiculous. I would 
recommend that this Association in the future exercise the greatest care 
in the nominations of the candidates for the Board of Pharmacy and that 
since politics must be considered, that we choose men each year who are 
in political harmony with the administration in power. We have many 
good men in each party in this Association who would serve with credit 
to themselves, this Association and the state. Let us not make the mis- 
take in the future of putting the I. Ph. A., their candidates for the Board 
of Pharmacy, and the Chief Executive of the state, in a position that 
must be embarra.^sing, mortifying and practically impossible of a satis- 
factory solution. 

The standing committees of this Association have always been a 
credit to us since they have been and are, at the present time, composed 
of men who have a reputation for accomplishing much in the affairs of 
life and the committees that have served with me this year have been 
composed of gentlemen whom I know can rise to any emergency. It is a 
source of great pleasure to me that nearly every man whom I appointed 
to a committee took the time to address a personal letter either to Sec- 
retary Day or myself, expressing his appreciation of the honor conferred 
and his willingness to assist in any way possible. The great work of any 
Association such as ours, must be done to a large extent by committees. 
They represent in the concrete, what the Association is in the abstract. I 
cannot recommend too strongly an increased activity among future com- 
mittee members and I trust that you gentlemen, who shall be appointed 
by my successor in office, will give to the limit of the very best that is 
in you for the service of your brother druggists and the profession that 
you have chosen as your life's work. It is not my intention to review 
the work during the past year of any committee, since you will have the 
pleasure of hearing from them personally during this meeting. I would 
suggest though, that you give each report careful consideration; that you 
discuss them briefly and that if you have no suggestions to make, that 
you offer words of commendation for the work done by them. We are 
all human and being so, it is pleasing to any of us to hear the words, 
"well done, good and faithful servant." 

The political committee which was authorized by the last convention in 
Quincy was formed as an auxiliary to the legislative committee. It is the 
intention that this committee shall adopt a strenuous program of action 
that will assist in putting druggists in the State Legislature and that will 
keen all members of the General Assemblv in touch with the merits and 
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needs of Pharmacy Legislation. The members of the political committee 
shall be chairman of their districts with authority to name sub-chairmen 
for each county in their district. And every druggist shall be an active 
member of his district political committee. In this way, an endless chain 
of drug influence and activity can be forged and the progress of phar- 
macy in this state can be accurately gauged by the whole-hearted interest 
of the individual druggist. The old method of electing officers and ap- 
pointing committees and then sitting down in the back room of the drug 
store waiting for improved conditions and criticising the efforts of the 
few active workers, is as obsolete as the old fashioned street car with the 
mule tied to it. You druggists of Illinois, who want improved conditions, 
who want unfair and dishonest competition removed, who want a reason- 
able amount of much needed protection in the practice of the profession 
that clothes and feeds your family and yourself must get behind this 
political committee and do your duty when the time comes. Doing your 
duty means not only devoting some part of your time to active, political 
work, but it also means an expenditure of money. You insure your life, 
you insure your buildings and stocks against fire and tornado but are 
you, the individual druggist, doing anything at the present time that will 
insure the prosperity of your business in the future, against the encroach- 
ments of a tightly drawn business competition. I would recommend that 
an open meeting of this committee be held during the convention and 
that every man who has at heart the above mentioned ideas regarding the 
future protection of pharmacy, shall tell in his own words, what might 
be done and what he will do personally. 

I am much pleased with the most successful meeting of your exec- 
utive committee held last November. As your secretary's report will 
show, the executive committee was in session both morning and after- 
noon, adjourning to take lunch together after a three-hour morning ses- 
sion and reconvening at two o'clock for a four and one-half hour ses- 
sion in the afternoon. I recommend that in the future a similar all-day 
session be held by the executive committee in order that all the business 
of the Association may be given the most careful consideration possible. 

I recommend that the druggists of Illinois take advantage of as 
many of the co-operative mercantile enterprises put before them as pos- 
sible. I refer especially to those co-operative companies whose capital is 
owned exclusively by the drug trade and whose officers are men who 
have common interests with the retail druggists; interests that are not 
measured solely by dollars and cents but those interests that are actuated 
by a desire to serve the rank and file of drugdom in such a way that they 
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may tend to relieve the unfavorable trade conditions of the present day. 
This is a day of co-operation among nations as well as individuals and 
the druggists of Illinois should continue to stand in the future as they 
have in the past, foremost in those strictly co-operative druggists' enter- 
prises that are making for the retailer longer profits on a less investment. 
The National Proprietary Association of this country does not serve 
you from a desire to assist you in bettering your condition, but because 
your patronage will improve their own financial condition. Nor will the 
National Proprietary Association hesitate one moment to block your 
plans if those plans show any tendency to decrease the business of its 
individual members. All regardless of any honorable intention of yours 
to regulate the distribution and sale of habit forming drugs in any form 
to the public. This was evidenced by the action of the above mentioned 
Association during the last session of the legislature, when they assisted 
the wagon men of the state so successfully in defeating the pharmacy 
measure that was before the legislature, despite the fact that their repre- 
sentatives had pledged their word that they would do all in their power to 
secure the passage of our measure. It is essential for your future wel- 
fare that you put every ounce of your salesmanship behind the meritori- 
ous products of the druggists' co-operative enterprises that are absolutely 
owned and controlled by retail druggists, since by so doing you will 
popularize preparations and articles that the cut-rate druggist and depart- 
ment store cannot secure. 

The subject of legislation has occupied the center of the stage at 
every meeting of the Association since its birth thirty-five years ago. 
Why is this so? Because it is only through safe and sane legislation that 
a semi-professional and mercantile business like the drug business is 
today can hope to exist profitably. Ours is a difficult proposition to 
solve in order to safeguard the professional side and at the same time 
avoid encroaching upon the rights of others in a mercantile way. I have 
yet to meet a retail druggist who would not go more than his half of the 
way on any kind of a proposition. But the timp is at hand when the 
retail druggist must look sharp to his own business in an eflFort to safe- 
guard his interests. Here is where legislation comes in if the druggist 
will but take advantage of his opportunity. We have nearly nine thou- 
sand registered pharmacists and assistants in the state of Illinois, and 
each one of these men have personal friends who are interested in his 
success. Why should we permit an opportunity for state-wide organ- 
ization and political development to lapse. The physicians obtain bene- 
ficial legislation , also the lawyers and the farmers, the railroad em- 
ployees, coal miners, the big corporations and the railroads. How? By 
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putting men in the legislature who thoroughly understand all phases of 
their own particular business and who serve there in the legislature as 
watchful guardians of the interests of the people who are instrumental in 
securing their election, ready to advance or retard measures that are 
beneficial or injurious to them. By standing behind those members of 
the legislature actively, by bringing pressure to bear on other members 
and by endeavoring to mould public sentiment' by means of the press to 
a favorable opinion of the justness of their cause. This you druggists 
must do. You must have representation in the House and the Senate in 
Springfield. You must become active politically ; you must render finan- 
cial aid to your legislative committee and the druggist candidates for 
election to the General Assembly if you can ever hope to successfully 
N meet the issues of the wagon man, the dispensing doctor, the department 
store, the mail order house and the cut-rater. The legislative program 
for the coming winter will be debated at this meeting and it is very 
essential that every druggist in attendance at this convention shall voice 
his opinion. Your legislative committee, headed by the well known 
hustler, Charles Brunstrom, must have the benefit of your ideas and of 
your best judgment in order that they may render the best service pos- 
sible. The propositions to be submitted by them will all be worthy of 
your most careful consideration. There are two subjects that I wish to 
have debated by this convention and in order to bring them before you I 
wish to state them at this time in the form of recommendations, as fol- 
lows: — First, that assistant registered pharmacists' time service be re- 
duced from three years to two years and that they be given more author- 
ity to conduct a drug store during the reasonable temporary absence of 
the registered pharmacist. Second, that at the coming session of the 
legislature our energies be confined as closely as possible to the placing 
on the statute books of a law that will regulate and control the sale of 
narcotic and habit forming drugs; that this anti-narcotic measure shall 
stand in a bill by itself and that the prerequisite shall stand by itself also, 
if we decide to try to secure its passage at the coming session. 

The two great subjects, Organization and Membership, have, as you 
all know, long been pet hobbies of mine. They are so synonymous each 
with the other that I wish to talk about both of them at the same time. 
This Association was organized thirty-five years ago and the fact that it 
has existed for so long a time is proof sufficient that there is much that 
is good and meritorious in it. Thirty-five years ago conditions were 
radically different from what they are today. The same questions would 
be answered differently today; the same ideas would be expressed differ- 
ently; the same objective points would be reached by employing entirely 
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different methods of procedure. With all due respect to this Associa- 
tion which has practically mothered, the C. R. D. A. and even the N. A. 
R. D. I believe the present organization is away behind the times. We 
are ^attempting to do business along the lines of the previous generation. 
In the business world of today, it is not sufficient that you equip a mod- 
ern, up-to-date establishment in order to obtain patronage, but you must 
keep the people in daily touch by various means with that particular place 
of business in order that it may obtain its rightful share of patronage. 
Just so with the Illinois Pharmacetttical Association. We cannot expect 
the retail druggist to become enthusiastic over an organization that exists 
practically four days a year, three in June and one in November. The 
N. A. R. D. has furnished us with all the plans and proofs necessary. 
They have been in existence scarcely one-half the time of the I. Ph. A. 
and yet, in this great state of Illinois, they have nearly three members 
to our one which comprises at least 30 per cent, of the entire member- 
ship of the National Association. How did they do it? By maintaining 
headquarters that were open all the year round ; by keeping in charge of 
those headquaitters a man who was first of all a retail druggist and then 
an organizer; by sending a representative directly to the retailer to talk 
matters over with him and solicit his membership, instead of wasting 
money on a circular letter that was doomed to the waste basket before it 
was printed. Illinois has furnished more co-operation and support to 
the N. A. R. D. than any other state in the union Her druggists have 
supported co-operative enterprises more freely than any other state ; they 
have in the past stood at the head of the line as regards organization and 
legislation but the time has come, gentlemen, when we, as rational busi- 
ness and professional men should create a permanent, active, continuous 
and aggressive Association of Illinois druggists that will command the 
respect of the business and legislative interests. Illinois Pharmacy can 
receive more directly antagonistic legislation from the General Assembly 
in Springfield in one year in one session, than it can from Washington 
in ten. The National Congress deals to a great extent with generalities, 
while the General Assembly deals entirely with specifics, as regards the 
drug interests of Illinois. If we can create in this state, a live, full- 
blooded, fighting organization of retail druggists that will do things in- 
stead of talking about them, the membership proposition of this Associ- 
ation will solve itself. I am not asking that you withdraw one ounce of 
your support from the grand old N. A. R. D. but I am asking that this 
Association shall at this meeting, formulate plans for its reorganization 
that will give us not a mythical visionary rating in the outside world, but 
a recognized respected standing among all professional and trade organ- 
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izations. Let us affiliate the county associations with the state associa- 
tion and then doubly affiliate ourselves with the N. A. R. D. Thus secur- 
ing for Illinois Pharmacy the support that is rightfully hers and present- 
ing an organization such as is embodied in our National Union. 

I wish to thank the Illinois Pharmaceutical Travelers Association for 
the many happy days that they have provided for this Association in the 
past. For the renewed interest they have created in our annual meetings 
and for the pleasant and novel entertainment that they have prepared for 
the next few days. They are in truth, royal good fellows and I am sure 
that this Association feels deeply indebted to them for their continued 
good fellowship and co-operation. 

In closing I wish to thank this Association for the great honor con- 
ferred in naming me as your president. I realize the fact that I am 
young in years to preside over this important body. My age being 
identical with the age of this Association as engraved upon the gavel 
which I hold, making me your youngest president. Nevertheless I have 
endeavored to give to this Association the best that there was in me and 
I shall continue to do the same during the terms of my successors. If 
I have made or shall make mistakes during my term of office, I ask that 
you will consider them errors of the mind rather than of the heart and 
that you will give me credit for being what I try to be, a registered 
pharmacist, ready to put forth his best efforts for the advancement of 
Pharmacy and the improvement of Pharmaceutical conditions.

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REPORT OF THE SECRETARY 

To the President and Members of the Illinois Pharmaceutical Association : 

I have the honor to submit herewith my annual report as Secretary. 

Concerning the affairs entrusted to me as Secretary, by the last con- 
vention : 

President James, of the University of Illinois, was notified of the 
nominations for the Advisory Board of the School of Pharmacy and 
appointed Mr. George C. Lescher of Galesburg, who stood first on our 
list.

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MINUTES OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 

The semi-annual meeting of the Executive Committee of the Illinois 
Pharmaceutical Association was held at the office of the Secretary in Chi- 
cago on Wednesday, November 19th, 1913. For the first time the Commit- 
tee held an all-day session.

Baum, Danville; Byron Arn^strong, Jacksonville; W. R. Graham, Car- 
linville ; P. L. Gain, E. St. Louis ; W. C. Irwin, Salem, and Thomas Gregg-, 
Harrisburg. Also Charles Brunstrom, Chairman of the Legislative Com- 
mittee and Eugene Caron ; Chairman J. H. Wells of the Political Com- 
mittee and C. H. Avery, J. J. Boehm, L. M. Pedigo and L. P. Larsen, also 
J. A. Mahaffy of the Membership Committee. 

By invitation the following members of the Illinois Pharmaceutical 
Travelers Association were in attendance : President M. L. Burhans, Vice- 
President R. H. Smith, Secretary H. E. Cornish, Dr. A. W. Hobart and 
R. D. Keim, also Secretary Potts and Field Representative Singer of the 
N. A. R. D. 

The morning session began at ten o'clock and was devoted to fixing 
of a date for the next annual meeting and the selection of a meeting 
place. The representatives of the I. P. T. A. were practically a unit upon 
recommending Fox Lake. They urged the desirability of meeting at a 
summer resort which would be a decided innovation and would undoubt- 
edly draw a large attendance. By meeting early in June very favorable 
arrangements could be made at Fox Lake so that the Convention would 
be cared for in one large hotel at reasonable rates and with excellent 
facilities for the business sessions. Invitations were also presented from 
Peoria and other cities and Dr. Hobart discussed a proposition to hold 
the meeting on one of the fine lake boats and make a four-day trip on 
Lake Michigan. After a very general discussion it was unanimously 
decided to meet at Fox Lake June 11th, 12th and 13th and the sentiment 
of the members was that the meeting as planned will be the most success- 
ful the Association has ever held. It was suggested that business sessions 
be held as follows : Thursday, June 11th, 2 :00 P. M. ; Friday, June 12th, 
9 :00 A. M. ; Saturday, June 13th, 9 :00 A. M. 

The afternoon session was called to order by President Dorland at 
two o'clock. A membership campaign was discussed and Mr. Lee M. 
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Pedigo, Chairman of the Propaganda Committee, brought forward a def- 
inite plan for interesting the physicians and pharmacists of Illinois in the 
Propaganda for U. S. P. and N. F. preparations and recommended that 
this work include also a campaign for new members. Mr. Pedigo's plan, 
was heartily approved and an appropriation of four hundred dollars was 
granted for expenses in conducting the campaign with the understanding 
that the local pharmacists in the districts which were visited would bear 
their share of the expense. 

An appropriation of one hundred dollars was granted for the Legis- 
lative Committee. An appropriation of one hundred dollars also was made 
for the Political Committee. Upon motion of Mr. Pedigo a resolution 
was adopted authorizing the President and Secretary to employ a solicitor 
on a commission basis for securing new members, the commission not to 
exceed at $1.50 for each new member thus secured. Upon motion of Mr. 
Light it was ordered that the railway expenses of the out-of-town mem- 
bers of the standing committees who were present at this meeting should 
be defrayed by the Association. Seconded and carried. Resolutions were 
also adopted granting to each graduate of recognized schools of phar- 
macy located in Illinois membership in the Association during the com- 
ing year providing that such graduates qualified by becoming registered 
pharmacists. Resolutions were passed protesting against the proposed 
removal of the N. A, R. D. headquarters from Chicago and endorsing 
the candidacy of Ex-President J. H. Wells for' the Postmastership of his 
home city, Evanston. 

The Treasurer's report was read and showed that the expenses since 
the annual meeting were $914.81, the receipts $424.00, the balance on 
hand $918.54. A short recess was then taken after which the nomina- 
tions for the voting cards were presented and confirmed. A resolution 
was presented authorizing the President and Secretary to fill vacancies 
on the voting cards where no nominations had been made.

The amended motion was seconded and carried. 

President Dorland : — Remember, we keep that open until adjourn- 
ment tomorrow and everybody is authorized to get new members, and I 
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hope you will all continue working. I am going to enlarge that mem- , 
bership committee and appoint you all on it. Get after everybody who 
can't prove that he is a member. 

Secretary Day read the report of the Advisory Board. 

REPORT OF THE ADVISORY BOARD OF THE UNIVERSITY OF 

ILLINOIS SCHOOL OF PHARMACY 

To the President and Members of the Illinois Pharmaceutical Association : 

Since our last annual report the term of Mr. S. C. Yeomans of Chi- 
cago has expired and Mr. George C. Lescher who received the highest 
vote in the balloting last year has been appointed by the President of 
the University to the vacancy. 

The annual meeting of the Advisory Board was held in conjunction 
with the Faculty of the School, on June 4th. 

The school has had a prosperous year ; the enrollment having totalled 
262; the largest the school has ever had. At the end of the session the 
degree of Graduate in Pharmacy was conferred on thirty-three persons 
and of Pharmaceutical Chemist on six. 

The Trustees of the University have announced that a building will 
be erected for school of pharmacy. Thirty thousand dollars has been 
appropriated for the purchase of a suitable site which, it is understood, 
will be in the neighborhood of the college of medicine on the West Side 
of Chicago. 

We have but one recommendation to offer. It is to urge the passage 
of a graduation pre-requisite as repeatedly endorsed by this association.

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REPORT OF TRADE INTERESTS 

To the Officers and Metttbers of the Illinois Pharmaceutical Association: 

Your Committee on Trade Interests respectfully submits the following 
report : 

The biggest item looming upon the horizon of Trade Interests at 
present seems to be the Stevens bill, now before Congress, and your Com- 
mittee has seen fit to prepare the following resolution for presentation 
to this convention, and trust you may go on record as favorable to same. 

RESOLUTION 

Resolved, that we are heartily in favor of legislation recognizing 
and establishing a system of one-price-to-all on trade-marked and branded 
goods for the mutual interest of maker and consumer, and tor the pro- 
tection of the independent dealer against unfair practices and against the 
extension and encroachment of monopoly. 

It is not necessary for us to dwell with any length on this subject, as 
no doubt all members have read with much interest, the weekly articles 
appearing in the Journal of the N. A. R. D. from the pen of that able 
writer J. Leyden White. But in passing we say, more power to you, 
"Joel" ! 

THE LIQUOR Q-UESTION 

The Liquor question, like Hamlet's Ghost, bobs up periodically and is 
a hard one. to handle. 

The local option forces were successful in making much new dry ter- 
ritory at the last election and most of the druggists in these towns will 
have their first experience with this law and its complications. 

The Internal Revenue Department has ruled that every merchant, 
which includes retail and wholesale druggists, shall take out a license and 
pay the annual tax imposed by the United States upon retail liquor deal- 
ers, if alcohol or alcoholic mixtures, which may be used as a beverage are 
sold, no matter what be the ostensible use of the article, or the use to 
which the purchaser may put it. 

Therefore every retail druggist who sells alcohol, whether as fuel for 
lamps, for bathing purposes, for cleaning or what not, is liable to this tax 
and must take out a license, before he can lawfully make such sales . 

Right here is where the difficulty arises. If you are in a local option 
territory and no local permits are granted, you will not need a Govern- 
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ment License, as you have no right, whatever to sell alcoholic mixtures 
of any kind, other than official preparations, original package proprietaries 
containing alcohol and the like. m 

Even then you must use judgment and discretion, for an unusual 
demand for some particular preparation may start the Internal Revenue 
Department to investigating your sales and intent. 

Thus the question arises, when is a mixture of alcohol with medic- 
inal substances so modified, that it can not be used as a beverage for 
producing intoxication without other effects? The Internal Revenue De- 
partment has ruled that the mere addition of bitter substances of little 
or no medicinal effect to an alcoholic liquid, does not exempt the seller 
from the tax, nor does the addition of a drug or compound of such na- 
ture, that it is harmless in large quantities relieve the seller from this 
tax. 

It is largely a question to be decided by intent and purpose and 
locality. Thus they have you "comin' and goin' " to use the vernacular, 
altho the Department will on request, send you a list of proprietaries 
under the ban, which will enable you to steer clear of the "booze 
patents." 

Therefore it is advisable that druggists, who would sell alcoholic 
mixtures in local option territory where a permit is not granted, use much 
discretion and common sense, to avoid undesirable notoriety and perhaps 
persecution. 

NARCOTIC LEGISLATION 

National Narcotic legislation promised much at this session of Con- 
gress, but seems to be side-tracked for the present, as no news of any 
importance has been recently forthcoming regarding this important sub- 
ject. 

Mr. Mahaffy sounded a keynote at Quincy last year regarding Nar- 
cotic legislation by the state and we trust the Legislative Committee have 
taken cognizance of same. 

EARLY CLOSING 

How long a store should remain open is a much mooted question in 
the Drug Trade papers and there are abundant arguments both for and 
against shorter hours. Whatever the advantages of early closing though, 
there is one thing certain about it, and that is, that the store will take in 
no money while the door is locked. 
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CREDIT 

The question of whether to sell for cash only or to allow extended 
credit is one that is ever before the retailer. The druggist has a better 
chance to sell for cash than most merchants as his sales average smaller 
amounts than many stores, and there is less inclination to run an account 
with the druggist. 

We believe that a limited credit plan is the best, extending credit for 
a definite period to responsible people and collecting promptly so as to dis- 
courage the running of big bills, and refusing credit entirely to people 
who are not known or who have shown themselves to be poor pay. 



RE-REGISTRATION 

Re-registration is so common a feature in most pharmacy laws that 
it is taken as a matter of course by the average druggist. The principle 
object of re-registration is the revenue returns which helps meet the ex- 
pense of the Board of Pharmacy, but why druggists should be singled 
out to meet these expenses, when Lawyers and Physicians are exempt* is 
a mystery. 

Lawyers and Physicians are required to pass an examination show- 
ing at least a minimum qualification for their vocation and then are reg- 
istered for life. Why should not Pharmacists demand the same consid- 
eration ? 

PRICE REDUCTION 

We submit for your approval, a Price Reduction Campaign by Mr. 
D. V. Reisen, Secretary of the Kansas Pharmaceutical Association, 
Marysville, Kansas. 

The object is to obtain a reduction to the trade on over-priced pro- 
prietaries to meet the N. A. R. D. schedule of two, four, and eight dollars. 

Mr. D. V. Reisen, single-handed, was the means of obtaining price 
concessions from Dodds Kidney Pill and Sal Hepatica people, and be- 
lieves if a few more states will co-operate with his Association that he 
will be able to bring Horlick, Doan, Cuticura, Pinkham, and other notori- 
ously overpriced concerns to terms. 

His plan is simple, so simple in fact, that the wonder is that no one 
thought of it long ago. He mails to one druggist in each city or town a 
petition headed as follows : "We, the undersigned druggists of ■ 

Ills., respectfully request that you adjust the trade price on all your prep- 
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arations to meet the N. A. R. D. schedule of two, four and eight dollars 
a dozen. 

On account of the prevailing high prices on your remedies, and the 
unfair trade practices by department stores with your remedies, we are 
being forced to sell Non-Secret lines, in order that we may gain a living 
profit for our work." 

As soon as the petitions are returned to him filled, they are mailed, 
together with a good strong letter to the various over-priced concerns it 
is desired to work upon. 

It is a tedious and slow work* for one Associati(^n*'l5 undertake" so 
let us take action now and see if we cannot help boost this good work 
along. 

CONCLUSION 

Procrastination is the greatest enemy of success. Who procras- 
tinates is lost. The present alone is under our control. To postpone 
action is to invite inaction. We cannot know what the future has in 
store for us. We must do at the moment the things that are to be done. 
If we postpone them until tomorrow that morrow may never come. The 
man of action is the man who succeeds. Better to suffer from occasional 
rash action than to give such mature consideration as never to act at all. 

"Yesterday was; tomorrow will be; only today is. Let us live in to- 
day. Today is now."

Mr. Foucek: — I move this report be accepted and published in the 
proceedings. 

Secretary Day: — There are some parts of this report that I believe 
ought to be referred to the Legislative Committee. 

Mr. Mahaffy: — I move as an amendment, that a committee of three 
be appointed to consider this report. 

Mr. Carver: — Why can't this report be referred to the Committee on 
Legislation and be brought in with their report, and report on it as a 
whole ? 
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Mr. Mahaffy: — That is all right. I accept that correction. 
Seconded and carried. 

Mr. Stamm : — I have carried on a drug store for twelve years with- 
out selling liquors. Our county, Henry County, is dry territory. I think 
I have a plan that might be worthy of your consideration. When your 
physician wants to prescribe an alcohol bath, let him incorporate some 
remedy. The rule that I have formulated, is to use an average dose of 
some medicine, and I find there are about fifty medicines that can be 
used. An average dose in about two ounces of alcohol. 

Mr. Stamm read a list of remedies suitable for the purpose. 

Mr. Stamm: — I would like to have the Secretary of this Association 
communicate with the Internal Revenue Department and get a ruling on 
this. Where you have no ruling to protect you, you are liable to get into 
trouble. 

Secretary Day: — We have here a hospital pharmacist who I believe 
could give us some light on the subject. 

Mr. Gray : — My experience has been that the physician will not ac- 
cept dictation of any kind. Of course we get our alcohol tax free in the 
hospital. We use Phenol 1% for some purposes such as for sterilizing. 
If the physician wants alcohol you can't give him anything else, and if he 
wants it he will have it. 

Mr. Schreiner : — This is a topic that is getting to be a very sensitive 
problem. Our town went local option, so now there is but one thing to 
do and that is to keep a clean, upright drug store. T never allowed 
drinking in my store, if a man came in and wanted a drink he was refused 
as that is something that I absolutely refused to do, for that I l)elieve is 
making a dram shop of a drug store. I consider my profession of higher 
elements, and I am trying to do the best I can for the public. I never 
could lower myself to sell liquor in the back room. 

Four years ago our town went local option and a certain party said 
to me, "Can't you give me a little now and then?" and I answered, "No." 
They started suit against me but could prove nothing so they non-suited 
the case. Our town then went wet again, but now again it is dry. 1 went 
and made application for the liquor permit according to the local option 
law, before the City Council. As I appeared they were discussing a very 
•drastic law and it practically was this, that the men who were "wet" 
wanted to make it awfully hard for the "drys," in fact they wanted to 
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make it so dry that their tongues would stick out of their mouths, so I 
went in with my application and said I came as Albert Schreiner, as a 
druggist of the state of Illinois, and that I was willing to live in con- 
formity with the local option law. I was willing to live up to that law 
and to the spirit of the law. I had been through many a hard struggle 
before and I meant business. Now our city may have "Blind Pigs," but 
as I am a druggist I am trying to keep up my reputation as a pharmacist 
and live up to all the laws of the state. Some person tried to put through 
a law that not even a practicing physician could prescribe liquor. I told 
them that that was going too far as there was no use letting all the people 
suffer. I said, **You can't tell, even what circumstances may arise, your 
child may get sick and if you came to me I would have to refuse yott 
anything in that line as you have passed that law, and nobody can give it 
to you lawfully." Well, up to this time nothing more has been done with 
this matter, but nevertheless this liquor question is something that con- 
fronts all of us and we as educated men must do something to protect 
ourselves. We must try and keep our back rooms clean and to act in such 
manner as shall command respect of both physicians and public. 

Mr. Gray: — I have been thinking over it. Alcohol is classed as a 
poison and a narcotic stimulant and is also in the Pharmacopeia. That 
takes it out of the beverage class, in my opinion. 

Secretary Day read report of the Committee on Propaganda. 

PROPAGANDA COMMITTEE 

W. B. Day, Secretary : 

I regret very much that I will be unable to make my report in per 
Son as I leave here on June 5th for a two-months auto trip through Can- 
ada and 'the east. I would, therefore, ask you to use this letter along with 
my statement as my report. 

I trust you will have a large meeting, a -good time and accomplish 
much good. 

As to propaganda, I believe from the reports I have had that a great 
deal of good was accomplished by the detail work and more where the 
follow-up letters and cards were used. You cannot expect to change a 
doctor's method of prescribing by calling on him once or writing him a 
few lines. Every proprietary that is largely used by physicians required 
detailing many times and many letters were written regarding same, and 
this is continued at frequent intervals. The same holds good with U. S. 
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P. & N. F. preparations. It will take interesting and numerous remind- 
ers to get U. S. P. & N. F. preparations used largely, and I hope that the 
druggists will not only join the Association, but get other druggists to 
join, that the Association may be put in a strong financial condition so 
that generous appropriations may be made to the committees that are 
trying to better conditions for pharmacists.

Secretary Day read this report. 

REPORT OF DRUGGISTS HOME 

To the President and Members of the Illinois Pharmaceutical Association : 

The Home during last summer was well patronized, but was closed 
for the winter, the inmates were willing, and returned to their homes or 
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other places for this period. April first, the Home (except the dining 
room) was reopened to the public and visitors. There are fifteen appl- 
cants waiting to be admitted. 

The Trustees are not willing to take the responsibility and accept 
these applicants until sufficient funds are assured. It is to be regretted 
that the Druggists do not respond more generously to the appeals for aid 
in support of this worthy institution. An annual contribution or pledge 
of fifty cents from each druggist, would not be missed by any one and 
would put the Home in a good financial condition and thereby assist those 
who through sickness or old age may be placed in such condition that it 
becomes necessary for them to ask to be admitted. 

It is earnestly urged and desired that the several local, state and 
national associations perfect some plan whereby the Home may be put in 
a good financial condition and thereby enable it to fulfill its intended pur- 
pose.

Secretary Day read a communication from Mr. Heimstreet regarding 
the Druggists National Home. 

Mr. Avery: — It is not so long since the National Executive Commit- 
tee met in Chicago, and at that time a conference was held with the rep- 
resentatives of the Palmyra Home, and the Chpicago Retail Druggist's AlS- 
sociation. I think we should be advised of their findings. 

Mr. Potts : — It is unfortunate to have to make such a report. You all 
know the origin of the home. Under the Drug Clerks* Association, it was 
unsuccessful. They tried to float the institution and then put a proposition 
up to me in my office, and I told them it would have to be taken up before 
our Executive Committee, and I asked them to submit it to me in writing 
which was done. ^Now knowing, that the members of the C. R. D. A. 
were interested in this, they were invited to this conference with the 
National Committee and representatives of the Home. We went into 
this thing thoroughly, and the consensus of opinion was that this Home 
was unnnecessary. Here was an institution that cost $125,000 originally, 
and even at $50,000, the price was uncalled for and unwarranted. The 
retail druggists were all in sympathy with the Home, but in this case it 
was not only necessary to buy the home, but also to provide for the 
maintenance of the home. T felt very sorry for Mr. Heimstreet. He is a 
very industrious fellow, and I understand he had spent considerable of his 
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own means to keep up this home. But who was going to meet the ex- 
penses for the next year? And so the opinion was that the N. A. R. D. 
could not take it over and this decision was backed up by the C. R. D. A., 
so we refused, and I was instructed to officially notify the officers of the 
Home which I did. They held a meeting at which three were present and 
elected a most excellent man as President, and also another man con- 
nected with the Drug Clerk's Association as Treasurer. I wrote that the 
Executive Board could not take over the home, and then there was 
trouble in store, they had to make a payment on this home on the 15th of 
May. Mr. Heimstreet had written me that Mr. Mandabach and that 
crowd had put it in the hands of Mr. Heimstreet, and in my opinion it is 
throwing money away to have anything to do with the Home. That, 
gentlemen, is the condition of affairs today. (Applause). 

Mr. Wells — I move that the report 1)e received and placed on file and 
the Committee discharged with thinks. 

Seconded and carried. 

President Dorland — We \vill now hear three reports which cover 
largely the same ground and we will discuss these later. We will hear 
the reports of the Legislative Committee, the Board of Pharmacy and the^ 
Committee on President's Address, and then it is our intention to defer 
all debate until 2:00 this afternoon. 

Mr. Brunstrom read the report of the Legislative Committee. 



REPORT OF THE LEGISLATIVE COMMITTEE 

To the President and Members of the Illinois Pharmaceutical Association-. 

Gentlemen : — Your Committee on Legislation begs leave to suTjmit 
the following report : 

• 

This being an off-year in legislative affairs, we have given our best 
efforts to planning legislation for the coming year, when the legislative 
mill will again be active and when we as ah association must be prepared 
to give freely of our time, energy and funds to prortiote wise and con- 
structive legislation and to combat the harmful and destructive attacks 
which are constantly aimed at our calling. 

We strongly reaffirm our adherence to the principles of legislation 
advocated by our committee a year ago and embodied in the amendments 
to the pharmacy law which were lost by a narrow margin after a gallant 
fight in the last legislature. 
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At the same time we believe that some changes and- additions to 
those amendments are desirable and we offer the following with a view to 
securing an expression of opinion from the members here assembled so as 
to enable your committee to preparer bill that shall have the fullest sup- 
port by the pharmacists of the entire state : 

First, the time service for Assistant Registered Pharmacist be re- 
duced from three years to two years and they be given more authority 
to conduct a drug store during the absence of the Registered Pharmacist, 
thereby being in truth an assistant. 

Second, that the energies of this Association be principally confined 
to the passing of a strong, Anti-Xarcotic measure that will absolutely con- 
trol the sale of Narcotic and Habit-forming drugs. 

Third, that the annual re-registration fee of the Registered Pharma- 
cist and the assistant be dispensed with in view of the fact that the en- 
forcement of Pharmacy law is for the best interests of the public and the 
public health. 

That the making of a test-case on peroxide of hydrogen as sold by 
dealers other than druggists be considered. 

That bichloride of mercury tablets should be sold only in original 
packages. 

That newspaper publicity and support should be enlisted in the anti- 
narcotic campaign. 

The committee desires to express its appreciation of the action of the 
Sangamon County Retail Druggists Association in sending resolutions 
and offering their support in securing legislation.

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REPORT OF BOARD OF PHARMACY 
By Frederick T. Provost, President 

To the President and Members of the Illinois Pharmaceutical Association : 

Section 10 of the pharmacy law provides that the Board of Pharmacy 
shall make an annual report to the Illinois Pharmaceutical Association. 
In compliance with this requirement, I have the honor, as president of the 
Board of Pharmacy to submit the following report: 

Inasmuch as pharmacy legislation is a subject of discussion at every 
meeting of your honorable association, I have included in my report a 
brief review of the remarkable progress of the science of pharmacy in 
this country and the preliminary steps leading up to the enactment of the 
first pharmacy law in Illinois. 

The history of pharmacy in the United States, and particularly its 
recognition as a profession and science in the councils of the Decennial 
Pharmacopoeial Conventions, is an interesting study. 

United States Pharmacopoeia 

• 

The necessity of a book of standards was recognized in the early 
days of this country by the military department of the United States gov- 
ernment As early as 1778 — two years after the signing of the Declara- 
tion of Independence — there was published in Philadelphia a small phar- 
macopoeia for the use of the military hospital of the United States Army. 

In 1805 the Massachusetts Medical Society appointed a committee to 
draft a pharmacopoeia for use in that state. The book, which was based 
upon the Edinburg Pharmacopoeia, appeared in print in 1808. 

Following the adoption of the pharmacopoeias for the military hos- 
pital of the government and the Massachusetts Medical Society, the State 
of New York became interested in the matter of standards, and ^e find 
reference to the appointment of a committee by the New York State Hos- 
pital to draft a pharmacopoeia. The book was issued in 1816. 

The first steps in the line of issuing a National Pharmacopoeia were 
taken in 1817 — one year before the State of Illinois was admitted to the 
union. Dr. Lyman Spalding was the originator of the scheme. His plan 
was to divide the states into four districts, namely. Northern, Middle, 
Southern and Western, and provide for conventions in each district to be 
composed of delegates from all medical societies and schools situated 
within each of them. Each district convention was to prepare a pharma-- 
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copoeia and appoint delegates to submit it to a general convention to be 
held in Washington, and from the material at hand a National Pharma- 
copoeia was to be compiled. The Northern and Middle Districts followed 
the plan of Dr. Spalding and each submitted a pharmacopoeia at the gen- 
eral convention at Washington in 1820. The Southern and Western Dis- 
tricts were represented by delegates in the convention, but they did not 
present anything definite. From the material submitted by the Northern 
and Middle Districts the first National Pharmacopoeia was published in 
1828. 

Hefore the 1820 convention adjourned provision was made for a sec- 
ond convention in Washington, to be held in 1830, for the purpose of 
revisirijr the first pharmacopoeia and issuing a new book. Through a mis- 
understanding the delegates from the Middle and Northern Districts met 
in New York, revised the Pharmacopoeia of 1820, authorized the publica- 
tion of the revision and also provif'-cd for a subsequent convention in 
3835. 

In consequence of the dissatisfaction ensuing in the Middle District, 
arrangements were made to hold a convention at Washington which 
should be more fairly representative of the medical societies, medical col- 
leges and schools of that district. In this day, such action would be re- 
ferred to as a "rump" convention. This second convention met in Wash- 
ington in 1830 and consisted of only ei^ht delegates. After organizing, it 
was decided to ask the Surgeon-General of the Army, the senior Surgeon 
of the Navy, stationed at Washington, and three members of Congress 
who were practitioners of medicine to sit in the convention, thus increas- 
ing the number of delegates to thirteen. The convention appointed a 
committee to revise the first pharmacopoeia and the book was published 
in 1831. Before adjourning, plans were made for a third convention to 
be held in Washington in 1840. In the meantime, the plan of the New 
York convention for a revision of its pharmacopoeia in 1835 was aban- 
doned and the factions came together in the 1840 convention at Washing- 
ton. 

Up to this time only delegates from medical • societies and medical 
schools had participated in the deliberations of the convention . 

Pharmacy was in its infancy; the days of selling all kinds of mer- 
chandise in a single store were parsing; m«en were turning their time and 
attention to specializing in certain lines; the druggist, chemist and apoth- 
ecary were dividing and multiplying the business which lormerly centered 
in a single store, and men skilled in the science of pharmacy were forg- 
ing to the front and making their presence felt in the scientific world. 
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Recognizing the importance of the pharmaceutical profession and re- 
alizing that it could be of great assistance in compiling the new pharma- 
copoeia, the committee appointed at the 1840 convention to make the new 
revision was instructed to ask the co-operation of colleges of pharmacy in 
the preparation of its work. The Philadelphia College of Pharmacy and 
the Colleges of Pharmacy of Boston and New York were asked to sub- 
mit suggesions, which they did. The Philadelphia College of Pharmacy 
presented a complete revised copy of the pharmacopoeia and practically 
all of its suggestions were adopted by the committee. These suggestions 
contained so many new ideas and were so complete in every detail that it 
caused a delay of two years in issuing the revised edition. Thus it was 
that the profession of pharmacy was first recognized by the United States 
Pharxnacopoeial Convention. 

At the 1850 convention, delegates from colleges of pharmacy played 
an important part in its deliberations. That year, for the first time, Illi- 
nois was represented in the convention by delegates from the Rush Med- 
ical College, of Chicago. But it was not until the convention of 1870 
that the profession of pharmacy in Illinois was represented. Delegates 
from the Chicago College of Pharmacy sat in that convention. 

At the convention in 1880,, ten medical societies, twenty-three medical 
colleges and eleven colleges of pharmacy were represented by delegates. 
The science of pharmacy was becoming so prominent in the work of the 
decennial revisions of the pharmacopoeia that it was decided by the con- 
vention to ask pharmaceutical societies and associations to send delegates 
to the convention of 1890. When the convention for that year a;ssembled, 
it was found there were more pharmacy colleges and pharmaceutical as- 
sociations represented than there were medical societies and schools. 
Pharmacy had attained a commanding position in the deliberations of the 
United States Pharmacopoeial Conventions, where it has remained since. 
For this prominence, credit is due the colleges of pharmacy and especially 
the Philadelphia College of Pharmacy. 

The scientific ability of the leaders in the field of pharmacy is now 
recognized throughout the civilized world. 

" 'No other nation, so far as I know,* said an eminent representative 
of the profession in Great Britain at the Fifth International Pharmaceut- 
ical Convention in London in 1881, 'possesses a pharmacopoeia showing in 
each successive edition more marked improvement in the character, sta- 
bility and elegance of the various pharmaceutical preparations. Its phar- 
macy is more advanced and it possesses more workers in the purely phar- 
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maceutical line of research than most other countries. This resillt is 
mainly due to the cordial recognition by the colleges of medicine of the 
value of public pharmaceutical institutions and the service of their indi- 
vidual members in framing their national pharmacopoeia/ " 

PHILADELPHIA COLLEGE OF PHARMACY 

The Philadelphia College of Pharmacy was not only prominent in se- 
curing recognition for the profession in the deliberations of the pharma- 
copoeial decennial conventions, but it was an important factor in the 
organization of the American Pharmaceutical Association. It was at the 
Philadelphia College of Pharmacy that the first annual convention of the 
American Pharmaceutical Association was held. It also enjoys the dis- 
tinction of being the oldest College of !Pharmacy in the United States. 

The City of Philadelphia was particularly prominent in the early days 
of the country in the advancement of the profession of pharmacy. It is 
said that an accident led the druggists of that city in 1820 to associate for 
the purposes of mutual benefit and out of that union grew the Philadelphia 
College of Pharmacy. The work of the founders of this college was re- 
stricted to "instruction in the school of pharmacy, to the examination and 
inspection of drugs, to the preservation of harmony and correct conduct 
among its members, and the cultivation of pharmacy and the taste for 
science." 

To achieve the above mentioned purposes it was determined to pub- 
lish "The Journal of the Philadelphia College of Pharmacy" from time 
to time, as occasion required. The conditions upon which the Journal was 
issued are interesting when compared with present day publications, and • 
especially so with regard to advertising, which has grown to such wonder- 
ful proportions. In those days 25 cents was charged for a single copy. A * 
single copy of the largest trade journal in this country can now be secured 
for a much less amount. Advertising was confined to the outside covers. 
The rate per page was $3.00, with a discount of one-third, or a net of $2.00, 
to members of the college. Hundreds of dollars are now paid for a page 
advertisement on the outside cover of some of our leading trade journals. 

ILLINOIS PHARMACEUTICAL ASSOCIATION 

The influence of these pioneers in the world of pharmacy has been 
felt more and more throughout this country in advancing years, and has 
resulted in the organization of national and state associations, which in 
turn have been prominent factors in the enactment of state laws regulat- 
ing the profession. 
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The history of the events leading up to the enactment of the first 
pharmacy law in Illinois is the history of all inital legislation to regulate 
the professions. Not much, 'if anything, can be accomplished in the matter 
•f first-step legislation unless there is a well-defined sentiment in the pro- 
fession, compactly organized and molded into a strong association 
officered by competent and determined men. Had it not been for such an 
organization of druggists there would have been no pharmacy law enacted 
in 1881. Realizing that the interests of their profession could be best pro- 
moted by the enactment of a law which would be of mutual advantage to 
the pharmacists and public, men prominent in the profession in Illinois 
issued a call for a convention to be held in Springfield in December, 1880, 
for the purpose of organizing and agreeing upon the features of a bill for 
an act to be submitted at the succeeding session of the general assembly. 
The records show that one hundred and thirteen druggists were present 
at that meeting, as a result of which the Illinois Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion was organized and W. W. Marmon, of Bloomington, was elected as 
its first president. That was a gathering of determined and serious men, 
intent upon takng such steps as would insure the enactment of a law to 
further their interests and protect their profession. Many ideas were 
suggested for incorporation in the law, aiid after agreeing upon the main 
points a committee of five was appointed o draft a bill and have it intro- 
duced in the general assembly, to convene in Springfield -within a month. 



FIRST PHARMACY LAW 

The committee performed its work well, but when the bill made its 
appearance in the halls of legislation it met with what seemed to be insur- 
mountable obstacles. All sorts of amendments intended to destroy its use- 
fulness were offered, and an attempt was made to kill it by striking out 
the enactmg clause, a weapon that is employed to this day. The sentiment 
against it was so strong that it was necessary to make many compromises 
and postpone consideration of it several times before the committee finally 
succeeded in getting it passed and signed by the Governor. But the finished 
product was a great disappointment to those who had labored so long 
and hard for its enactment. Then, as now, the sale of intoxicating liquors 
was an issue in the general assembly and entered into all of the discussions 
on the bill.. The committee felt that by the terms of the law the druggists 
of the state were not 'sufficiently protected in the legitimate sale of all 
medicines, including alcoholic liquors for medicinal purposes only. Another 
objection was an amendment which had been voted into the bill providing 
that graduates in medicine should be granted certificates as registered 
pharmacists. 
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With the original law as a basis, changes have been made in it from 
time to time to keep pace with ever-changing conditions. The present law 
needs a good many additions which I shall refer to in the closing para- 
graphs of this report. 

The object of the pharmacy law is that the innocent public may not be 
imposed upon by unscrupulous people in the matter of drugs, medicines 
and poisons ; that every drug store in the state shall be under the super- 
vision of a duly qualified pharmacist ; that none but competent, reliable and 
trained men shall be permitted to sell dangerous poisons and compound 
physicians' prescriptions; that proper labels are affixed to containers of 
deadly poisons ; that substitution and adulteration are not practiced and 
that the standard of the profession is elevated. It is a measure not only 
to protect the lives and health of the people, but to portect the legitimate 
pharmacist in his profession. Were it not for the restraining influence of 
the pharmacy law, every pharmacist in the state would be at the complete 
mercy of unscrupulous competitors, seeking to impose upon the people in 
the matter of the sale of drugs, medicines and poisons, thus tearing down 
the high standard of the profession to the level of a strictly commercial 
basis, without regard to efficiency or knowledge of the science of drugs, 
medicines and poisons. Should the pharmacy law be stricken from the 
statute books of Illinois, it would not be long until there would be twice 
as many so-called pharmacies in the state as there are at the present time. 

FIRST BOARD OF PHARMACY 

Following the approval of the first pharmacy law in Illinois, His Ex- 
cellency, Governor Shelby M. CuUom, appointed the following as members 
of the first Board of Pharmacy: George Buck, Chicago; J. B. Bspey, 
Bloomington; Herman Schroeder, Quincy; Frank Fleury, Springfield, and 
Charles W. Day, Allendale. 

Three of the above mentioned, namely George Buck, J. E. Espey and 
Frank Fleury, have gone to their reward. The name of Herman Schroeder 
still appears upon our books as a registered pharmacist, but not in active 
practice in Illinois. Mr. Day is engaged in the practice of medicine, and 
I am told has an office in the Masonic Temple in Chicago. 

The first meeting of the Board of Pharmacy tn Illinois was held in 
Springfield in July, 1881, and the first Board of Pharmacy examination in 
this state was held in Springfield in September of that year. At that ex- 
amination there were eighteen applicants, and six of 'them were successful 
in the examination. They were: J. B. Hanmore, Harrisburg; Henry 
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Magee, Alto Pass; G. A. VVittman, Pana; J. E. Wells, Geneseo, and Wil- 
liam Kirchgaser and O. G. Wernicke, of Chicago. Mr. Wittman is still a 
registered pharmacist in good standing in Illinois. 

The second Board of Pharmacy examination in Illinois was held in 
Chicago in October, 1881. At that examination there were twenty-two 
applicants, thireen of them being successful. 

The total number of persons registered by the Board of Pharmacy in 
the first three months of its existence was 3.791. Of this number, 2,708 
were registered pharmacists and 1,083 assistant pharmacists. All of the 
registered pharmacists, with the exception of the nineteen that were reg- 
istered by examination, were granted. certificates on account of being en- 
gaged in business when the law took effect, or on account of being grad- 
uates in medicine or pharmacy. All of the assistant pharmacists obtained 
cerificates on account of having had the necessary experience as clerks 
when the law took effect. 

In addition to the above mentioned, and not including the present 
membership, the following have served as members of the Board of Phar- 
macy since its organization :

Wilhelm Bodemann, Chicago; B. Schwartz, Jr., Salem; Wm. A. Dyche, 
Evanston; Thos. A. Jewett, Oregon; G. H. Sohrbeck, Moline; M. C. 
Metzger, Cairo ; J. F. Shreve, Jacksonville ; Chas. H. Avery, Chicago ; 
H. C. Christensen, Chicago; John C. Wheatcroft, Grayville, and James 
P. Crowley, Chicago. 

You are familiar with the growth of the department under the admin- 
istiation of these able men and I shall not attempt to go into the details 
of it, but shall pass directly to the present Board of Pharmacy and a 
summary of what was accomplished during the year 1913. , 

PRESENT BOARD OF PHARMACY. 

The present members of the Board of Pharmacy are Leo L. Mrazek, 
Chicago; J. B. Michels, El Paso; Frank J. Butler, Pontiac; Thos. D. 
Gregg, Harrisburg, and Frederic T. Provost, Chicago. The latter named 
and 'undersigned is the President. Mr. Mrazek is Vice-President and 
Chairman of the Committee on Complaints and Prosecutions, and Mr. 
F. C. Dodds is secretary. 
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RECEIPTS AND DISBURSEMENTS 

Our receipts during 1913 amounted to $19,639.73, and the disburse- 
ments from appropriations aggregated $15,984.64. The salary of the 
secretary is paid from the appropriation for state officers and is not 
included in the item of disbursements. Prior to July 1, 1911, the expenses 
of admnistering the pharmacy law were paid from fees received. Since 
that time all moneys received by the board are paid into the State 
Treasury and the expenses of conducting the affairs of the board are 
met from appropriations made by the general assembly. It is worthy 
of note that the department is self-sustaining and that more money was 
paid into the treasury in 1913 than was drawn out on account of appro- 
• priations. The largest item of receipts for the year was for the renewal 

of registered pharmacist certificates. It amounted to $8,178. The various 
items of receipts and disbursements will be found in the advance sheets 
Iju of our report for 1913 to His Excellency, Governor Edward F. Dunne, 

which will be distributed among you before this session adjourns. 

* The cash accounts, records and: expenditures of the board for the 

"i year ended September 30, 1913, were audited by the United States Audit 

Co., under the direction of Honorable James J. Brady, Auditor of Public 

Accounts, and were found to be correct.

;!| One thousand and thirty-five assistant pharmacist certificates were 

issued during the year, a net gain of 46 over the previous year. Of this 
number, 845 were reinstatements and renewals of certificates issued 
during 1912 and 190 were certificates issued to applicants who passed 
successful examinations during the year. 
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APPRENTICES 

During the year we received 720 applications for apprentice regis- 

i-fl tration and issued 677 certificates. Of this number, 559 were granted 

to applicants who furnished evidence of having satisfactorily completed 

at least eighth grade work in the public schools, and 118 were issued to 

applicants who passed successful examinations. 
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In this connection we desire to again call attention to the section 
of the pharmacy law which provides that legal drug store experience 
commences with the date of apprentice registration, and to impress upon 
proprietors of drug stores the necessity of having young men whom they 
take into their employ properly registered as apprentices. This is very 
important, for the reason that in proving up their legal experience when 
they file applications for examination as assistant pharmacist or regis- 
tered pharmacist we cannot give credit for any experience prior to appren- 
tice registration. 

EXAMINATIONS 

As has been our custom for a number of years, we held eight exam- 
inations during the year covered by this report. Five of these were held 
in Chicago and three in Springfield. The largest class was in March, in 
Chicago. There were, at that examination, 115 applicants for registered 
pharmacist, 4 for local registered pharmacist and 94 for assistant phar- 
macist, making a total of 213. 

In order that you may get an idea of the amount of work involved 
in examinatk>ns, I am submitting herewith 'the following- tables, showing 
the number of applicants who reported at the eight examinations during 
the year, the number who were successful and the number who failed :

Each of the 982 applicants for examination as assistant pharmacist 
and registered* pharmacist was examined in four branches in written 
work, as follows : Pharmacy, 20 questions ; chemistry, 10 questions ; 
materia medi'ca. 20 questions, and pharmaceutical and chemical arithmetic, 
10 questions. The nineteen applicants for examination as local registered 
pharmacist were examined in written work in two branches, namely : 
pharmacy, 20 questions and materia medica, 20 questions. 

This means that it was necessary for the board to carefully go over 
and grade 3,966 formal sets of examination papers, or 59,680 answers, to 
say nothing of various subdivisions of many questions. 

In addition to the above, each applicant was required to compound 
three prescriptions, which made it necessary for the board to carefully 
scrutinize the compounding of 2,973 prescriptions. . 

Furthermore, each applicant was given an oral quiz of from ten to 
fifteen minutes. 

For the information of prospective applicants for examination as 
apprentice, assistant pharmacist and registered pharmacist we have re- 
cently issued a book of instructions with regard to furnishing necessary 
proofs of experience and a brief summary of the scope of our examina- 
tions. This book of instructions may be obtained upon request to Secre- 
tary Dodds, at Springfield. 
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RECIPROCITY 

During the year we issued 30 reciprocal registered pharmacist cer- 
tificates, an increase over 1912 of five. Following the meeting of the Na- 
tional Association of Boards of Pharmacy at Nashville last x\ugust, at 
which meeting the question of the reciprocal interchange of registered 
pharmacist certificates and uniform examinations throughout the country 
were prominent in the discussion, we adopted new rules governing reci- 
procity. These rules will be found in the advance sheets of our 1913 re- 
port above referred to. 

An impression seems to prevail throughout the state that a registered 
pharmacist by examination in any other state with which we reciprocate 
can come into this state and serve as a registered pharmacist without an 
Illinois certificate. Our law gives us the authority to grant certificates of 
registration to such persons as shall furnish satisfactory proof of regis- 
tration by examination in some other state, provided that such other state 
requires a degree of competency equal to that required of applicants in 
this state. But this does not mean that a registered pharmacist in another 
state can come into Illinois and act as a registered pharmacist without an 
Illinois Certificate. This fact should be impressed upon employers in 
order that they may not violate the law in the employment of unregistered 
help. 

NATIONAL ASSOCIATION BOARDS OF PHARMACY 

The National Association of Boards of Pharmacy was organized a 
number of years ago for the main purpose of devising a satisfactory plan 
for the reciprocal interchange of registered pharmacist certificates issued 
by examination by the Boards of Pharmacy throughout the United States. 
At each succeeding annual meeting the various phases of the question 
were discussed, but it was not until the meeting in 1912 that the associa- 
tion took a decisive step in the matter of providing a way whereby the 
examinations given by all State Boards of Pharmacy may be made uni- 
form. Provision was made for the appointment of an Advisory Exam- 
ination Committee of three, whose duty it is to visit Boards of Pharmacy 
and offer suggestions, if advisable* with regard to the subjects to be in- 
cluded in examinations* the number of questions in each subject, the 
w^eight to be given each subject, grading of papers, etc. (The IHinois 
Board of Pharmacy was honored by the appointment of one of its mem- 
bers, as Chairman of this committee). 

FINES 

The collections during the year for violations of the law outside of 
the City of Chicago amounted 'to $635.00. Judgments were obtained 
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against a number of offenders in the City of Chicago, but the money col- 
lected is being held by the Clerk of the Municipal Court pending the out- 
come of a suit to determine whether it shall be paid over to the Board of 
Pharmacy. 

Since the organization of the present Board of Pharmacy it has been 
particularly active in the matter of prosecuting violators of the law. Since 
January 1, of this year, we have collected fines from thirty-two violators 
of the law outside of the City of Chicago, amounting to $1,365. A num- 
ber of judgments have also been obtained against offenders in the City 
of Chicago since January 1 of this year, but for the reasons above men- 
tioned the fines have not yet been turn'ed over to us. 



NEEDED LEGISLATION 

As hereinbefore stated, the present pharmacy law should be amended 
in a number of particulars. The most crying necessity is a drastic law to 
regulate the sale of habit-forming drugs. The only habit-forming drugs 
the sales of which are regulated by a state law are cocaine and eucaine. 
There is no provision of law restraining the sale of opium, morphine, 
heroin and chloral hydrate. The sale of habit- forming drugs is growing 
to alarming proportions in Illinois. Something must be done to stop it. 
If their indiscriminate sale is permitted to continue it will not be long 
until our hospitals for the insane will be crowded with inmates whose 
lives have been wrecked by the use of narcotic drugs. President Kern 
of the State Board of Administration is authority for the statement that 
fifteen per cent, of the inmates of the Kankakee Hospital for the Insane 
are there because of the drug habit. 

What is known as the "cocaine" section of our law should be broad- 
ened. Under its present provisions a person cannot be convicted for hav- 
ing an undue amount of cocaine in his possession. It is unlawful for any 
person to sell, but it is not unlawful to possess. 

A penalty should also be provided for any person not an apprentice* 
assistant pharmacist or re'gistered pharmacist representing himself as such 
in order to obtain employment. If the proprietor of drug stores in the 
state would carefully observe the law requiring all certificates of regis- 
tration to be conspicuously displayed in the stores to which they apply, the 
need of such an amendment would not be so imperative. 

More safeguards should also be provided in the matter of the sale of 
paris green, arsenate of lead and other insecticides. 
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In view of the above, we have the honor to make the following rec- 
ommendations, which we hope will* meet with the approval of your hon- 
orable body : 

1. Making it imlawful for any person to sell or give away any 
opium, morphine, heroin or chloral hydrate, or any of their salts, or com- 
pounds, except upon the prescription of a physician, veterinarian or dent- 
ist. Exceptions should be made, of course, for the proper sale of these 
drugs by wholesalers, physicians, dentists and veterinarians. 

2. Making it unlawful to sell or give away any so-called patent 
medicine or proprietary preparation containing opium, morphine, heroin 
or chloral hydrate, or any of their salts, or compounds, or derivatives, 
unless there is affixed to the bottle, box, vessel or package containing the 
same and upon the outside wrapper of the packages as originally put up, 
a label distinctly displaying the name and quantity in grains or minims 
in each ounce of each of the substances mentioned, their salts, compounds 
or derivatives, with the name and place of business of the manufacturer. 

3. Making it unlawful for any person not a registered {Pharmacist, 
physician, dentist, veterinarian, *obber, wholesaler, manufacturer or man- 
ager of a hospital to have in his or her possession at any time any cocaine, 
alpha or beta eucaine, or any salt or compound, or any derivative of these 
substances, unless it was obtained by means of a prescription of a physi- 
cian» dentist or veterinarian. 

4. Making it unlawful to sell paris green, lead arsenate or other 
poisonous substances or mixtures of poisonous substances, in broken or 
unbroken packages, for use in the arts or for insecticide purposes, unless 
they bear a label with the name or names of such poisonous substances 
and the word "Poison" printed thereon in prominent type, and the names 
of at least two readily obtainable antidotes, with directions for their ad- 
ministration. 

5. Providing a penalty for any person not an apprentice, assistant 
pharmacist or registered pharmacist who represents himself to be regis- 
tered as either . (Applause). 

President Dorland — As previously stated this report will rest on th6 
table with the Legislative Committee's report. 

Mr. Denton read report of Committee on President's Address. 
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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON PRESIDENTS ADDRESS 

Your Committee to whom was referred the President's address de- 
sires to present the following report: 

We have carefully considered the matters referred to us and we wish 
to express our appreciation of the excellence of the address as a whole, 
covering as it does so many subjects of importance to the Association, in 
a masterful manner. 

While our President is the youngest man this Association ha^ ever 
had to preside over it, yet he has proven himself equal to the task and has 
produced one of the best addresses we have ever heard or examinea. 

We heartily approve the rcommendation, that every druggist should 
support the proposed amendment to the Sherman Anti-Trust Law, (H. R. 
13,305), known as the Stevens Bill. 

We concur in the recommendation that this Association appropriate 
a suitable sum for the continuance of the work of the American Fair 
Trade League. 

We endorse his recommendation, that in the future each city shall pay 
the entire expense of its own detail work of the U. S. P. and N. F. Prop- 
aganda, and that the money appropriated to the Propoganda Committee 
be used in promoting local organization. 

We concur in the recommendation that all pharmacists should sup- 
port the American Pharmaceutical Association and the National Asssoci- 
ation of Retail Druggists, but first, last and always support our state as- 
sociation.

I Our President earnestly urges a free and open discussion of his 

'I address and we leave the matter of changes in the membership of the 

Board of Pharmacy, the abolition of the fee of $1.50 a year for renewal 
of registration, since we seem to have no voice either in choosing our 
members or spending our own hard-earned cash, likewise the increasing 
of the assistant's authority in the store and reducing his pre-requisite 
S from three to two years experience, all open for free discussion. 

We endorse his suggestion regarding the Political Committee and 
believe with him that if we want good pharmacy laws we must get some 
of our own men in the Legislature to fight our battles for us. Let every 
j^ pharmacist help this Committee all he can. 
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We approve his recommendation, that in the future the Executive 
Committee u.^c a \thole clay to transact such business as may come be- 
fore it. 

We concur in the recommendation that druggists take advantage of 
the co-operative mercantile enterprises, but so far as possible confine this 
to companies whose capital stock is owned exclusively by the drug trade. 

There are a number of thfngs recommended for our Legislative Com- 
mittee to try to enact into law but in view of the fact that our last bill 
was defeated because we had too many irons in the tire and could not 
keep them all hot, we approve of trying only one at a time and since the 
regulation of the sale of narcotic and habit-forming drugs seems to be 
the most important, we endorse this.

Mr. Potts — Mr. President and Members of the Illinois Pharmaceutical 
Association : I want to read to you the general letter of greeting that 
is sent to the State Association from the office of the N. A. R. D. 

Secretary Potts read letter of greeting. 
Mr. W. B. Day, SedVetary I. Ph. A., Chicago, 111. 

Dear Mr. Day: The X. A. R. D. extends hearty and fraternal

Since the inception of the N. A. R. D. at St. Louis in 1898, the cam- 
paign of education to the retail druggists has not lagged and as we pro- 
gressed in our efforts to raise the standing of the retail drug fraternity 
throughout the country both ethically and commercially, we became more 
and more impressed with its importance. 

It should be apparent to every fair minded man and is manifested in 
many ways that all the successful retail drug co-operative organizations of 
the country, whether national or local, owe their success largely to the 
teachings of the parent organization. This is largely true of the United 
Drug Co. (Rexall) the A. D. S., the A. D. F, I. Co., the Druggists' In- 
demnity Exchange and more recently the Tampa-Cuba Cigar Co. You 
cannot get away from it and it must be recognized at its true value. 

In matters of legislation, more especially in that of national legisla- 
tion, we are now beginning to realize what organizgition and co-operation 
truly means and could we only have included in our membership one-half 
or two-thirds of the entire retail drug trade, what a powerful influence 
we would have had to back up our efforts, but even as it is with the 
selection of the best and ablest representatives from our own profession, 
we are making hopeful progress and in the matter of price maintenance 
or more properly price-registration, which we have strong hopes of having 
legally enacted by Congress the coming year, we should enlist the atten- 
tion, the sympathies and the helpful assistance of the entire retail trade. 
A uniform retail selling price is something that should be fully appreci- 
ated by every man who stands for all that is fair, equitable and just in 
trade. With the restoration of equal opportunities for all^ freed from the 
contamination and injustice of great combinations of capital, there should 
be created an impetus for success in the retail drug trade that will be 
simply marvelous. 

Is there any one of us with soul so dead, or so blind to the live issues 
of the day, that cannot for himself see that it is his bounden duty, almost 
his religious duty, to support his professional org^anizations for what they 
are trying to do for him: first, his local association, where the local in- 
terests should predominate; second, his state association where import- 
ant state legislative matters can only be successfully handled and third, 
your national association where only subjects and legislation of a national 
character can be properly taken care of. What can an individual accom- 
plish in proportion to what may be accomplished in collective, organized 
concert ? 

These are very important subjects to think over not only during your 
leisure, but at all times. Give your undivided and loyal support to your 
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associations as stated, for it is only by these means that success can be 
accomplished. Half-hearted support many times is much worse than no 
support. Every one should be so thoroughly involved with sufficient altru- 
ism for the cause as to enthuse him to give his full support to his own 
fraternal organization that is working so hard in behalf of his interest. 

Action, consistent and effective should be our motto for our future 
success.

Mr. Potts — We have now pending in Congress, three very important 
measures. These are of great importance to the Retail Druggists of this 
Country. One is the Underwood Bill, putting a tax on all coupons. In 
connection with that, I want to call your attention to the fact that the 
State of Washington passed a law, placing a tax of $6,000 a year on all 
coupons and all premiums, and the first firm up against that was the 
United States Cigar Stores. They carried it to the Supreme Court, and 
each court sustained the decision. 

Xext Bill of importance is the Harrison Anti-Narcotic Bill. It passed 
the House of Representatives almost unanimously. After this had passed 
and gone on to the United States Senate, our Association awakened to 
the fact that the measure was very defective. It put all the restrictions 
on the retail druggists and none whatever on the physicians. The bill 
stated that in buying the "dope" a record order blank must be obtained 
from the revenue office. That no physician, veterinarian or retail drug- 
gist cguld obtain supplies unless his order was on the official blank, which 
must be kept on file. This was made a revenue measure and put in the 
hands of the Revenue Department, making the jobber's license $25.00 per 
year, and the physician, dentist and druggist $1.00 per year. We found 
that the bill was defective in that it put all restrictions on the retail drug- 
gist, and that we could not sell this "dope" unless under a prescription. 
We found that in some instances that some veterinarians were not even 
registered in some of the States and would thus have the protection of, 
the United States Government and need make no record and could get 
away with all the "dope" they wanted, and that was the cause of the 
rumpus at the Cincinnati Convention of the N. A. R. D. When that res- 
olution was passed, the Secretary was instructed to send copies to the 
United States Senators, which I did. I wish you could have seen the re- 
plies I received from the senators. They said they had no idea of the 
many defects in the bill and I felt very proud as an officer of that Associ- 
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ation, that the X. A. R. D. has held that- bill up in the United States Senate 
until today, because the objections were based on practical ideas. 1 want 
to give credit where it is due. It was a terrible fight at Cincinnati, and 
with the assistance of the Illinois delegation we have accomplished what 
we have today. 

This bill can only be brought up at the noon hour, and is therefore 
called a noon-day bill. It has been brought up two or three times and 
laid over until the Panama Bill was. passed, and I see by the morning's 
paper that the Panama Bill was passed. Now we may expect to have the 
Harrison Bill passed as amended by the X. A. R. D. I received a tele- 
gram stating that all our amendments but one were accepted, and that was 
referred back to the Committee. The retail druggists' organizatioiTis rec- 
ognized as one of the leading powers of the Country. The measure that 
is of the greatest importance is the Stevens Bill, H. R. 13305. I don't 
care what the issue is, when it comes down to the issue of price main- 
tenance, that is going to give the little retail druggist his rights, it is of 
the utmost importance to all of you. The Stevens Bill is only one of sev- 
eral measures that have been introduced into Congress. It was drafted 
by Lawyer Brandeis of Washington. When it was introduced very little 
was thought of it. Hearings were granted. We had the honor of being 
the first Association recognized at the first hearing on this bill. Mr. Fin- 
neran, our President, and Professor Nixon, chairman of our legislative 
committee, were each given an hour to talk on that bill. Mr. Finneran 
said these men representing their districts in Congress knew nothing at 
all about the terrible conditions confronting the retail trade. They were 
hungry for all the information they could get. They talked it over in 
the lobby and at their hotels. That is why we want you to send letters to 
your congressmen. You all read in the newspapers that Judge Clayton 
who is chairman of the Interstate Commerce Committee in Congress and 
who is the author of the anti-trust measures that were framed up under 
the present administration at first was not disposed to do anything at all 
in the interest of the retail druggist. His bill has passed the House of 
Representatives and is now in the United States Senate, and this bill has 
been amended so that we hope to get something in the near future. 

Gentlemen, after this Bill becomes a law there will be no more 
selling by department stores at cut prices. Never before has the time 
been so insistent to get legislation to help the little retailer in his business. 
I fully believe that if the Stevens Bill is passd we will have solved the 
problem of chain drug stores, that have not yet come to Chicago, but once 
we get price protection, we certainly will have put an embargo upon our 
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cut-rate druggists. I have given Secretary Day a lot of resolutions, 
which I hope will be passed this afternoon. One is a resolution instruct- 
ing the secretary of this Association to write to the senators and con- 
gressmen of Illinois asking them to promote the passage of the Stevens 
Bill- The time is getting rather short. I will have to ask you to excuse 
me. (Applause). 

Mr. Forbrich — I move that this report be printed in the records. 

Seconded and carried. 

Mr. Garver — I move that the Illinois Pharmaceutical Association re- 
affiliate with the N. A. R. D. and that we draw an order for the regular 
contribution of $25.00. 

Seconded and carried. 

President Borland — After we adjourn, the official photograph will be 
taken. I want to make a personal appeal for each man attending this 
Convention to be here at 2 :00 o'clock this afternoon. 

Motion to adjourn until 2 :00 o'clock. Carried.

President Borland — This meeting this afternoon is for discussion. 

We want absolutely free discussion. We want everyone to be heard. 
Again I wish to ask that when a man gets on the floor that he talk to the 
point. The Secretary at my suggestion has gone through the reports of 
the Committee on President's Address, the report of the State Board of 
Pharmacy and the report of the Legislative Committee. He has enumer- 
ated all the topics for discussion that he could find. He has tabulated this 
list of important subjects in the three reports. 

Secretary Bay — The idea was to get at this matter in an orderly way 
and save time. 

Secretary read the list of subjects. 

Mr. Alrazek — I wish the secretary would add to that list the ques- 
tion of reciprocity. 

Mr. Baum — 1 move that we adopt this list of topics. 
Seconded and carried. 
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Mr. Baiim — I would like to move that the Secretary of the Board of 
Pharmacy have the floor during this Convention. 

Seconded and carried. 



FIRST SL'BJECT — ANTl-N ARCOTIC LEGISLATION 

Mr. Dodds — In order to bring this matter before you in shape for an 
intelligent discussion, I move that the recommendations in regard to anti- 
narcotic legislation, as set forth in the report of President Provost, pf the 
Board of Pharmacy, be read for the information of those present. When 
that is done I will make a motion that all of these recommendations be 
adopted. I would ask that Secretary Day read the first recommendation. 

Secretary Day reads the first recommendation, 

"Making it unlawful for any person to sell or give away any opium, 
morphine, heroin or chloral hydrate, or any of their salts, or compounds, 
except upon the prescription of a physician, veterinarian or dentist. Ex- 
ceptions should be made, of course, for the proper sale of these drugs by 
wholesalers, physicians, dentists and veterinarians." 

Mr. Dodds — I move you, Mr. Persident, that the recommendation as 
read be adopted. It is unnecessary for me to enter upon any extended 
arguiQent as to the necessity of a stringent anti-narcotic law. Under the 
present law, cocaine is the only habit-forming drug the sale of which is 
regulated by a state law. The .Board of Pharmacy has recently been 
criticised for permitting the sale of morphine, heroin, etc. The board has 
no jurisdiction over sales of these drugs, except to require that they be 
properly labeled. We need a state law on this subject and I think the As- 
sociation should go on record favoring such legislation. Something must 
be done. The sale of habit- forming drugs in this state is growing to 
alarming proportions. I might add, in conclusion, that the recommenda- 
tions contained in the report of President Provost are practically the same 
as were contained in House Bill No. 381, which passed the Senate at the 
last general assembly but failed of enactment in the House. 

Secretary Day read the second recommendation. 

"Making it unlawful to sell or give away any so-called patent medi- 
cine or proprietary preparation containing opium, morphine, heroin or 
chloral hydrate, or any of their salts, or compounds or derivatives, unless 
there is affixed to the bottles, box, vessel or package containing the same 
and upon the outside wrapper of the packages as originally put up, a label 
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distinctly displaying the name and quantity in grains or minims in each 
ounce of each of the substances mentioned, their salts, compounds or de- 
rivatives, with the name and place of business of the manufacturer." 

Mr. Dodds — I had no reference whatever to the patent medicines, 
that is the second recommendation. I meant the first. 

Mr. Boehm — Your first recommendation would not allow the drug- 
gist to sell any narcotic at all, but the patent medicine men could go along 
and sell a preparation containing Morphine by putting a label on it. 

Mr. Dodds — Not if this becomes a law. 

President Dorland — The recommendations that we make today will 
not be worded exactly as they are printed here. We just want your gen- 
eral opinion. At this time all we want is discussion to see how you want 
it and what you want. 

Secretary Day — The Indiana Law contains this clause. 

"That nothing in this act shall apply to any preparation, patent, or 
proprietary containing not more than two (2) grains of opium, or one- 
fourth of a grain of its alkaloidal salts* or their derivatives, to the ounce, 
or to mixtures of ipecac and opium commonly known as Dovers Powd- 
ers, or to liniments, suppositories, ointments and plasters, plainly labeled* 
'For external use only.* " 

Mr. Light — That portion of the law will give the wagon man the 
same privileges he has today. I think this body ought to consider this 
very seriously and try to get at a point where we can do away with the 
wagon man. 

Mr. Guerten — If a party comes in and asks for Elixir Heroin, would 
I be allowed to sell it, under this law? 

Secretary Day — No, you would not be allowed to sell it. 

Mr. Light — We have a law in the City of Chicago that you can't sell 
any narcotic drug without a physician's prescription. 

Mr. Denton — I will second Mr. Dodd's motion. 

Mr. Wells — I move that this matter be referred to the Legislatvie 
Committee. 

Mr. Wells — I withdraw my motion. 

Mr. Boehm — I believe the whole matter ought to be referred to some 
Committee for further discussion. We might endorse the report and at 
the same time refer it to the Committee. You are trying to give us legis- 
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lation that will bind us and give the patent medicine people the complete 
control of all. The bill the way it is now would absolutely work agamst 
us. 

President Dorland — You will admit that if Senate Bill 381 had passed 
the sale of preparations containing habit-forming or narcotic drugs would 
have rested entirely in the hands of the drug stores. You know that. 
You were down there and tried to pass the bill when the patent medicine 
people fought it. If it had been as you say they would have passed it. 
This is just a first provision. All we want is to shut out everybody not 
qualified and make exceptions for men who handle them in a way con- 
ducive to public safety and health. 

Mr. Boehm — The part pertaining to the patent medicines will be 
stricken out, the same as it was the last time. The spirit of the bill is 
all right, but it will not work out right. 

Mr. MahafFy — I don't see that we are going to get anywhere. It 
looks to me as if the best way to do is to have the whole matter referred 
to the Legislative Committee. We know our Legislative Committee will 
favor such legislation. We can't bring out what we want to bring out. 
The bill will have to be drawn out so that it can be passed, there is no 
need for us to thrash this out, and there is no reason for thrashing it out 
year after year. We simply need to adopt the report of Mr. Provost, and 
then let us leave it with the Legislative Committee. I make that as a mo- 
tion. 

Mr. Dodds — I am perfectly willing to withdraw my motion, I simply 
want to know that they will put in such legislation. If they are willing 
to put some kind of anti-narcotic legislation, I will withdraw my mo- 
tion. 

Mr. Denton — I withdraw rt\y second. 

Mr. Mahaffy — I believe the motion I made before is that we adopt 
the President's report and refer the report to the new legislative Com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Schreiner — Take one thing into consideration, the physician in 
the small city. I used to get thirty or forty prescriptions a day, and today 
I don't want to mention how many I get. If a n^an comes into the office 
of some physiciansi they will dive down and give him any kind of a pill 
that they may have handy. 

Mr. Wells — You must not think that any legislation we are going to 
do is to be against the country physician, it is against the wagon man. 
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Mr. Garver — I would like to give you my views on the Anti-Narcotic 
Law. I think that narcotics should all be sold through a regular channel 
to retail druggists who are registered pharmacists and should go to the 
consumer through a prescription of a registered physician. 

Mr. Denton — I second Mr. Mahaffy's motion. Carried. 

SECOND SUBJECT — THE STATUS OF ALCOHOL IN DRY TERRITORY 

Mr. Stamm — I live in a country that is ruled by local option. You 
can take out a permit for selling alcohol, but some of the druggists will 
not do it. I would like to suggest a way of denaturing preparations of 
alcohol for bathing. You have an illustration in essence of lemon, you 
can get that at any first-class grocer. \ 

Mr. Stamm (continuing) — I would like to have the Secretary get a 
list from the Internal Revenue Department, of substances which may be 
used for denaturing alcohol. I make that as a motion. 

Mr. Denton — I think that motion is entirely out of order. We all 
knoiv the proposition that is going over the State. We have enough problems 
to handle without taking up alcoholic beverages. If your town is voted dry, 
you can not sell anything that can be construed as a beverage of any kind. 
Secure the list and sell no patent medicines named in that government list 
a.nd you are all right. Every druggist must know the conditions in his 
own town. 

Mr. Light — We have dry territory in the city of Chicago. We get in 
•with the chief of police and work out our own conditions locally and pay 
our tax. W^e are operating in the City of Chicago under a permit. We 
follow that permit. It is laid down in court what we can do and what 
"we can^t do, and if we overstep the law they will fine us. Gentlemen, 
•why don't you get together with your local people? 

Mr. Wells — As Mr. Denton has suggested, this is out of order. The 
Internal Revenue Department makes certain rulings but these do not nec- 
essarily affect local conditions. The local authorities must pass on' these. 

President Dorland — I will rule that the subject is foreign. 

Mr. Stamm — I appeal to the house from the decision of the chair. 

(Vice President Larsen takes the chair). 

Mr. Larsen — You all know the subject of discussion, the decision of 
the Chair has been appealed from. All in favor of sustaining the Chair, 
say Aye ; opposed. No. The Ayes have it, the chair is sustained. 
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Secretary Day — The Board of Pharmacy has asked this Association 
for an expression of opinion as to whether it would be advisable to make 
a test case of the sale of hydrogen peroxide by non-druggists. 

Mr. Provost — We would like to have the Association express its 
opinion as to whether we should file a suit against certain stores for sell- 
ing hydrogen peroxide, and whether it would weaken our pharmacy law 
if this case was decided against us. 

President Dorland — Secretary Day referred this matter to me last 
year. I Wrote to twenty-five members asking their opinion and I heard 
from seventeen ; seven were for it, six against and four non-committal and 
so I decided *o let the matter drop, and I wrote to President Provost to 
that eflfect. and suggested that he bring it before the convention. 

Mr. Gray — It is possible for hydrogen peroxide to cause death if 
swallowed, therefore, it should- only be sold by a pharmacist. 

Mr. Avery — In Ngw York the board of pharmacy pressed such a case. 

Mr. Garver — I think it would be advisable to defer this until our next 
convention, so as not to make a move that would do the druggists any 
harm. 



Mr. Dodds — For the information of the gentlemen present, I will say 
I that as Secretary of the Board I addressed a letter to the Attorney Gen- 

I eral of the State asking him whether under the present law a general 

I merchant can sell peroxide of hydrogen. He cited a number of cases of 

the supreme court and in an opinion concluded that he did not know 
whether they could sell it or not. The best way to find out he said would 
be to institute a test case. 



Mr. Irwin — I^was one who wrote to you to press the case, Mr. Dor- 
land. If general stores can sell hydrogen peroxide, they can sell any other 
drug or poison. If there is nothing in the pharmacy law that can stop 
them, then find it out. Peroxide is the finest thing to make a test on. 
Everybody is selling it. There is more Paris Green sold by hardware 
stores than in all the drug stores together. There is only one thing to do, 

« 

and that is to settle it once for all. 

Mr. Crowley — I suppose, sooner or later, you will find out who started 
this ball a rolling. I was instrumental in having this resolution passed 
by the Board of Pharmacy, and instrumental in trying to enforce it. I 
firmly believe that peroxide of hydrogen should be sold in .^mg stores 
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and by druggists only. I hope that the Board of Pharmacy as a depart- 
ment of the Slate could take this up. We help sustain it financially, and 
I hold the Board of Pharmacy is duly hound W protect U5. How much 
would we lose if we started in on the peroxide ease? We have nothing to 
lose and everything to gain. The Board of Pharmacy could do a good 
deal in bringing back the sale of Peroxide to the druggists of this state. 
In the city we took ii out of many of the ten-cent stores. What have we 
to lose? I believe, and I will continue to believe that as a body of men, 
we have to tight for things we want to accomplish. If we think we are 
right, go ahead and fight. If we lose we won't lose much by the time this 
suit is carried to the supreme court. If necessary, an amendment to the 
pharmacy law should be prepared, covering this. Peroxide should be sold 
only by the druggists. Let the Board of Pharmacy throw down the 
gauntlet and see what they can accomplish. What is the class of peroxide 
you find in drug stores and what is the, class you find in 10-cent stores? 
(Applause). 

Mr. Wheatcroft— The Board of Phrmacy, or at least Mr. Dodds, 
sent out some letters to some of the stores telling them that we were 
going to stop the sale of Peroxide, 'It was a bluff, but it did some good. 
Two or three people in my part of the State quit handling it. I think we 
ought to go ahead and fight it, it will have a good effect even if we lose. 

Mr. Denton— I move that it be the consensus of this meeting that the 
Board of Pharmacy be instructed to prosecute this case and carry it to 
the Supreme Court. We have everything to gain and nothing to lose. 

Mr. Larsen— I wish to second Mr. Denton's motion, that the Board 
of Pharmacy be requested to stand by the druggists. 

Mr. Crowley — If suit was instituted. I dare say that over night you 
will see results all over the state. The Board of Pharmacy will give it 
publicity and the papers will immediately take it up. 

Mr. Dodds — ^In order that the Board of Pharmacy may not be mis- 
understood, we did not send out letters that we were going to stofi the 
sale of Peroxide, but we did send out letters saying that we believed the 
sale of it was illegal, and asked dealers to stop selling it. Personally, I 
do not favor bringing suit against some little merchant. I would favor 
bringing the suit against a big merchant who will carry it to the higher 

President Dorland — This being a Stale case, the expense will be 
borne by the State. 
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Mr. Garver — There is just one question I want to ask. Provided this 
case is brought up and carried to the Supreme Court and is decided 
against the druggists, will it injure our pharmacy law? 

Mr. Dodds— No. 

Mr. Brunstrom — I used the information in regard to Peroxide in our 
local papers in Rock Island and it had a good effect. I know some deal- 
ers stopped selling it. We all know that the department stores are sell- 
ing an inferior grade of Peroxide. We all know that we can't get good 
peroxide at their prices, and we have to sell a bottle of good Peroxide 
for 25 cents. 

President Dorland — It has been moved and seconded, that the Board 
of Pharmacy be requested to prosecute the Peroxide cases. 

Mr. Denton — In view of the fact that the case will be prosecuted by 
the States Attorney, I think it might be well to employ an attorney to 
assist the states attorney to get a decision in our favor. 

t Mr. Dodds — I took this matter up with the Attorney General and he 

■1 

will prosecute this caseJ He is the highest authority in the State. It will 
be properly cared for. He is a very able attorney. 

QVALTFICATION FOR ASSISTANT REGISTERED PHARMACIST — SHALL IT BE TWO 

YEARS INSTEAD OF THREE YEARS? 

Tecretary Day — ^You understand that the law now requires three 
years of experience of which the time spent in a school of pharmacy is 
counted up to one year and at least two years must be practical experi- 
ence in a drug store. 

Mr. Garver — If we reduce the time to two years, an assistant phar- 
macist will have one year in a store and one year in a college of phar- 
macy. I have had clerks come to me who had one year in college, and 
five or six years in a store and when they passed the State Board of 
Pharmacy they were poorly prepared. I think the requirement should be 
left as it is. I make that as a motion, that we leave that clause just as 
it is. 

Mr. Guerten — I would approve of lengthening the time to five years 
for full registered pharmacists instead of decreasing the time required for 
assistants. 

President Dorland — This idea was suggested by your present Legis- 
lative Committee. It was also embodied in my address. The reason I 
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incorporated it in my address was to create secondary clerks for the drug- 
gists. The assistant pharmacist today has to have three years' experience. 
and it is often only a year more until he is full registered. You know you 
pay almost as much for an assistant registered man as you do for a full 
registered man. My idea was to make more reasonable salaried drug 
clerks for the druggists. Yet I believe in, and am for a high standard, but 
I want it in the high man. 1 don't want the assistant man to be as high 
as the full registered man. We have to pay too much for a secondary 
clerk. I brought this matter up for your consideration and as 1 stated 
before my idea was to get cheaper help for the retail druggists. Let us 
put the registered assistant where he can't get as much as he demands. 
The assistant is not worth as much as he demands, when you consider his 
privileges and his authority under the present law. 

Mr. Larsen — I second Mr. Carver's motion. According to the law, 
an assistant may be left alone in the store at times and i£ I am sick 
and want to take a prescription to a drug store, I don't think I want to 
take medicine prepared by a clerk who has been in a store for only one 
year. I am speaking for the people. 

Mr. Denton — It seems that is a Board of Pharmacy matter. I don't 
think the Board of Pharmacy ever prosecuted a man for leaving his store 
with an assistant. 1 don't know of a Single case where the Board has 
requested a fulj registered man to be there all the time." 

Mr. Christensen — As an old member of the Board of Pharmacy, I 
think 1 am in a position to state that we have always construed the law 
to mean thdt for any reasonable length of time it was permitted the as- 
sistant to have the privilege of taking full charge of the store in the ah- 
sence of the registered man. The intention of the law as I always inter- 
preted it, is that a registered man must be in charge and with a registered 
man in charge, an assistant could assume the duties of a registered man 
any reasonable length of time whether one hour or ten days. I believe 
the present members of the Board are here, and if anything I have said 
does not agree with the present policies of the Board, I hope they will 

Mr. Niethammer — There is one other point to be considered and 
that is a reasonable education. I think we would have a better chance of 
getting good apprentices if the experience is shortened. Boys who have 
gone to public school until sixteen or seventeen do not want to work in 
a store for three or four years. For that reason, I think it would be a 
good thing to pass this recommendation. 
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Mr. Boehm — We come together to get some laws that will benefit the 
retail druggists. You all know that you alone are responsible for your 
help. The main thing you want is help, and good help. If you have a 
boy working for you for one year, and he has learned something, he is 
worth more to you than some boy who has only sold soda water. If 
you could say to him, if you work for me for one or two years* I will 
make a druggist out of you, he would stick by you. Prescriptions in the 
average drug store are seldom put up by the druggist himself. If you 
have a good prescription business, you are certainly not going to leave the 
store in charge of a boy who does not know anything. I think this rec- 
ommendation is good. It is for the benefit of the druggists. 



Mr. Mrazek — Air. President 
know that I am compelled to 
says that the average druggist 
a day, which you all know is 
should bear in mind that the 
be eligible for an examination, 
one year of college..

disagree with our esteemed Boehm. He 
only compounds one or two prescriptions 
somewhat exaggerated. The Pharmacist 
applicant for Assistant Pharmacist would 
with but one short year of experience and 
we ought to hear from Prof. Day and be 
my estimation I fear we would be lower- 
when all other Boards are raising their 
with one year's experience, no assistant 
Pharmacy during your absence. 



Let us hope that we will give this matter due considei*ation. 

Mr. Brunstrom — The Legislative Committee had two points in view, 
one was the wage. We know the registered assistant asks from eighteen 
to twenty dollars a week. You can't get a good assistant for less than 
$15.00. A few years ago when I was registered in full, I did not get 
more than $15.00 a week. Another point was that we thought this would 
encourage more young men to learn the business. 

Mr. Baum — I fully agree with what the member of the State Board 
has said. I don't believe you are going to get assistants any cheaper by 
reducing the time. As long as young men can make $18.00 or $20.00 a 
week elsewhere they are not going to turn to the drug business. 

Mr. Coderre — I want to endorse what has been said by the member 
and also say that we should elevate, rather than lower the standard. 

Mr. Crowley — I think it would be a step backward if this time was 
reduced to two years. I think we are getting along that line all that 
we can ask. These applicants are examined and must have at least the 
knowledge sufficient to satisfy the Board of Pharmacy. I don't believe 
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that if the time was put down to two years it would make a particle of 
difference in wages. What do you get when you get an assistant phar- 
macist? You get one with whom you can leave your business fully con- 
fident that he is capable of running it properly. You get everything 
really that you could ask for, and I can't see where one thing could be 
grained by reducing the apprenticeship to two years. 

Mr. Wells — The members of the State Board of Pharmacy have al- 
"ways been willing and ready to do as this Association suggested. We 
have never had any complaint on that score. They are always ready to 
go the limit to meet the ideas of the I. Ph. A. as to the enforcement of 
the pharmacy law. But if we should reduce the requirement for regis- 
tered assistant as suggested, the present or future members of the Board 
might conscientiously feel that a man with such limited experience 
could not safely be left in charge of a drug store even during the tem- 
porary absence of the registered man. Their rulings might be changed. 
Also the newspapers might take it up and roast us saying that druggists 
do not care how many people they poison i^o long as they get the business. 
I think we are fooling with a dangerous subject, 

Mr. Garver — The only thing that T want to state is that T think Mr. 
Crowley did not understand my motion. It was to leave it as it is. I 
would like to know how Mr. Boehm gets his boys to study in the store. 
I never could get them to study. 

^fr. Boehm — In June. 1899, Judge Chetlain threw out a case where I 
was in court for leaving a registered assistant in temporary charge, be- 
cause temporary absence may mean anything. 

Mr. Carver's motion was carried. 

PRERKQUISITE QTAUFICATION FOR FL'LL REGISTERED PHARMACISTS — SHALL IT 

BE REAFFIRMED? 

Mr. Wheatcroft — I make a motion that we are in favor of going on 
record as endorsing the graduation requirement^ 

Mr. Denton — This has been up ])efore, and I move that this be re- 
ferred to the Legislative Committee. 

Seconded and carried. 



PENALTY FOR MISREPRESENTATION 

Secretary Day — This is a paragraph from Mr. Provost's recom- 
mendations providing a penalty for any person who is not registered and 
who represents himself as being registered. 
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Mr. Dodds — There is a provision in the pharmacy law whereby a 
person who makes false statements in order to secure registration for 
himself or another person can be fined, but there is no provision in the 
law whereby anybody can be fined for representing himself as a registered 
pharmacist* assistant pharmacist, or apprentice. The law should be 
amended in order that such people may be made to pay a heavy penalty. 
We frequently run across such misrepresentations, but we have no re- 
course whatever. 

Mr. Mahaffy — Mr. President, I move you that this body go on record 
as favoring that recommendation of President Provost's regarding false 
representation for representing himself as an R. P., A. P., or apprentice. 

Seconded and carried. 

THE RENEWAL FEE — SHALL IT BE ABOLISHED? 

Mr. Garver — I move that we do not abolish the renewal fee. 
Mr. Gray — I move that we do abolish it. 

Mr. Garver — I think the motion that is before the house is mine. 
I believe that my motion should be sustained. 

Mr. Denton — I move that we table Mr. Garver's motion. 

President Dorland — We will vote on Mr. Gray's motion. 

Mr. Avery — From my knowledge, I believe that this Association 
would make a most serious mistake in abolishing the renewal fee. We 

jj are in a fine position now because of the renewal fee, and the Boards who 

do not have it would be glad if they could have it. The Board of Health 

i has no way of checking up the certificates of physicians. The amount 

is very small, for the benefit you get from it. It would be a handicap to 
the Board of Pharmacy if we abolished it, because they need that money 
to carry on the work. All appropriations would drop down in proportion. 
I think we would seriously regret having taken such a step backwards. 



Mr. Boehm — It would be better if we abolished the fee and raised 
j the price of registration. 

Mr. Mrazek — I would like to state that we have a system of check- 
ing up the registered pharmacists and assistant pharmacists, and in this 
vfky are more thoroughly able to prosecute' those employed in pharmacy 
unlawfully, and I fear if it were not for this system of renewals that we 
would be at a loss as to those who are violating the Pharmacy laws. 
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Mr. Schweitzer — This proposition of collecting a r 
could never understand. Vou take the veterinarian or thf 
don't renew their certificates. It does not make any differen' 
much we pay, but it is the principle of the thing. Why si 
doctor or veterinarian renew their certificates ? Where do 
money to run their Boards? 

Mr. Provost — They have no way of checking up the p 
veterinarians throughout the State. 

Mr. Dodds — The gentleman on my right asks for infor 
gard to renewal fees of other state departments.

)ess know, the annual renewal fee of registered pharmacist 
$1.50 and of assistant pharmacist certificates it is $1.00. F 
not required to renew their certificates from the State Boa 
LHiring a number of years the late Dr. Egan was secretary 
Board of Health.

I mention this to sh> 
ability of a renewal fee. It is the only way in which a de 
keep in close touch with those to whom it grants certificate; 

The Board of Health receives a good many fees duri 
liut they are not for the renewal of certificates or licenses. I 
the law regulating the Board of Dental Examiners did not pr 
renewal of certificates. It was four years ago, I think. 
Qarkc of Chicago, introduced a bill in which the dental act 
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ally rewritten. The present law requires dentists to renew their certi- 
ficates every two years. 

The corporations in the state pay two fees annually. One of these 
is what is known as the "anti-trust" fee. The Embalmers pay an annual 
renewal fee, as also do the barbers. The Secretary of State collects fees 
annually from the owners of automobiles. The Insurance Companies pay 
large fees to the Superintendent of Insurance, and in addition they pay a 
certain percentage of their annual premiums to the State Fire Marshal. 

The State Board of Nurse Examiners do not collect fees for the 
annual renewals of certificates granted by them, but in conversation with 
one of the members of their board not long ago I was told that they 
would probably ask for such an amendment to their law at the next ses- 
sion of the general assembly. The Public Utilities Commission collects 
large fees from franchise corporations in the state, but they are not re- 
newals of any certificates or rights heretofore granted to them. The 
Fish and Game Commission collects fees from hunters in the state. 

I am qui^e sure that a number of other departments collect fees, but 
they do not occur to me at the present time. 

There is a general tendency in the state to enact such laws as will 
j enable every department of the state government to be self-sustaining. 

Should the Board of Pharmacy be deprived of the annual renewal fees 
of certificates, it would cripple it materially, for the reason that our ap- 
propriations from the General Assembly are based, in a measure, upon 
the amount of money we turn in to the State Treasurer. I sincerely be- 
lieve that it would be a backward step for the general assembly to repeal 
the provisions of the pharmacy law requiring the annual renewal of cer- 
tificates. 

^ 

I might say, in conclusion, that the Board of Health has no definite 
way of determining the deceased physicians in the state from year to year. 
No doubt the certificates of deceased physicians are being used by would- 
be physicians who are not registered in this state. The Board of Phar- 
macy occasionally finds such a condition in the ranks of pharmacy, 
but I know they are very few. 

Mr. Larsen — I see an old druggist standing over there. What would 
prevent him from selling his certificate? I think it is very essential that 
the State Board of Pharmacy should know these things. 

Mr. Gray — I think it ought to be up to some society. Why not this 
society? I still maintain that we would be better without a renewal fee. 
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Mr. Light— 1 would think thai it was for iht ijiterest of the Board 
to make the work easier. About (20,000 was collected from the druggists 
and $8,000 from the State, so we are paying for the doctors .■ 

Mr. Mrazek ^Through this process of checking, the prosecutions arc 
carried on by the Board of Pharmacy. Just the other day a member of 
the Medical Board said he regretted that they could not collect a renewal 
fee for the sole purpose of keeping in touch with the physicians author- 
ized to practice medicine in this state and thereby prevent these various 
fakirs from practicing in this state. 

Mr. Avery — The last legislature denied the Board of Pharmacy sev- 
eral thousand dollars that was needed in order to prosecute violators of 
the Cocaine Law, When that comes up again let us demand a larger 
appropriation. Our Board has a right to demand it oji account of the 
revenue that it turned in and it is needed, not only for prosecuting viola- 
ors of the Pharmacy Law, but also enforcing the Cocaine and Narcotic 
Section. 

Mr, Borland— The question is that the re- registration fee for regis-, 
tered pharmacists be abolished, all in favor say, Aye; opposed, no. The 



President Borland — The next subject is a subject of mine. At pres- 
ent and ever since it organized, this Association has balloted every year 
for members for the Board of Pharmacy, and it has been customary that 
one man be named from each congressional district, and that voting 
cards be mailed asking every druggist to vote for five men. The names 
of the five gentlemen receiving the highest vote, were handed to the gov- 
ernor of the State, that he might appoint one. We have done this very 
conscientiously and sometimes we have scored and sometimes we have 
not, and then this Association "gets its back up." I maintain this, that 
any man who is eligible to membership in this Association, the Governor 
has a right to appoint on Board of Pharmacy, if he has the political pull. 
I maintain, that it is a waste of time and money for us to take this vote. 
Let the governor appoint anyone so long as he is a member of this As- 
sociation. I think we are all competent to sit on the Board of Pharmacy. 

Mr. Crowley — I want to file objections to one of the statements made 
by the President at this particular time. He made a statement, that no 
man was put on the Board of Pharmacy without political pull. I want ta 
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say, that when I got on, it was due entirely to the eflForts of the Illinois 
Pharmaceutical Association. I had no political pull at all. 

Mr. Wheatcroft — I want to make a little objection to what our Pres- 
ident said. When I was voted on to be a member of the Board of Phar- 
macy a friend of mine went to the Governor for me. The Governor said 
he would not appoint anyone unless he was recommended by the Illinois 
Pharmaceutical Association. 

Mr. Garver — Under the present administration, and the present Gov- 
ernor, I am willing to leaVe it to him. I am doing this to stand by the 
President of our Association. I think it is folly to spend money for this 
purpose. 

Mr. Denton — This policy has been carried out for a number of years 
and it does not cost very much to enclose these voting cards, as they are 
mailed out with the certificates. I move you that we leave this just as it is. 

Mr. Boehm — The State Board of Pharmacy has to report to the 
Association every year. Anybody who has any objections, don't need to 
send in his voting card. 

Secretary Day — I have no desire to take part in the discussion, but 
I do wish to call your attention to the way this matter stands. If we are 
going to do away with the voting cards, we will have to amend our by- 
laws, which says these must be distributed. 

Secretary Day read Article '5 of the By-Laws. 

Secretary Day — The Pharmacy Law, Section 9, states that the Illi- 
nois Pharmaceutical Association shall annually recommend to the Gov- 
ernor at least three names. We must amend the Pharmacy Law, if we 
do not wish to appear as violating our own law. To amend our by-laws 
notice must be given at one session in writing, and acted upon at the next. 
Two questions are involved, whether we shall only continue the voting, 
or whether we shall also discontinue the recommending. 

Mr. Butler — At this time, I want to thank the members for the vote 
I received last year, and I want to say, that was what secured me my 
place on the Board. I think it would be very fair to all, according to the 
political conditions, to let the Association recommend every member of 
the Association, who has had ten years' experience since registration, to 
the Governor. I was very fortunate to get the appointment. Governor 
Dunne has recognized the Association, but like some of the other Gov- 
ernors, he has also put on some members who were not recommended by 
the Association. 
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Mr. Bruun — I can'l see any advantage in amending the By-Laws, we 
can make our recommendations, and the Governor will decide who he 
wants anyhow. It has been proven in the past that these recommenda- 
tions have weight. I move you, that this discussion be dropped, and the 
By-Laws stand as they are. 

Seconded and carried. 



Mr. Boehm — I move the adoption of this section. 
Seconded and carried.

Mr. Denton — I think we ought to forget about this. Years ago when 
people attempted to commit suicide, it was Carbolic Acid. I move that 
this proposition be laid on the table. 

Seconded and carried. 

FIRST AID IN THE DRUG STOKE 

Secretary Day — Some statements were made in regard to the drug- 
gists not doing their full duty in giving first aid to the injured. We had 
a letter from the Governor on this subject. 

Mr. Dodds — I know that Governor Dunne's action In the matter of 
writing a letter to the Board of Pharmacy calling attention to reports 
which had been received bj him to the effect certain druggisti In the 

state had dented first aid to injured has been misunderstood and miscon- 
strued. The Governor did not have any reflection upon the druggists of 
the state in mind when he wrote the letter referred to. I talked with hira 
personally after I had received his communication and he expressed him- 
self as being in hearty sympathy with the druggists of the state in the 
matter of first aid. In the letter received by the Board of Pharmacy the 
Governor asked us to take the matter up with the druggists of the state 
and call their attention to reports which he had received. When I ex- 
plained to him that it would mean the expenditure of quite an amount to 
send a letter to every druggist in the slate, he suggested that we take it 
up with this Association and with the Chicago Retail Druggists' Associ- 
ation, to the end that these Asssociations might go on record in the mat- 
ter. I personally know that Governor Dunne has a very high regard for 
the integrity of the druggists of Illinois and I am quite sure he would 
not knowingly do anything that would cast reflection on them. 
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Mr. Singer — The only trouble is somebody gets a nice big cinder in 
his eye, and goes to the druggist, and he absolutely refuses to do any- 
thing» for fear some medical man might get hold of it and make a big 
case out of it. There is no compensation whatever for you, and you have 
spent money and get nothing back. Somebody may finally say, **he is a 
good fellow," that is all. 

Mr. Light — In regard to this communication of Governor Dunne's 
sent to the Chicago Retail Druggists' Association. We gave it publicity 
in NEWS. As members of society, we owe a certain duty toward our 
fellow men, and we have to pay the penalty. We can't afford to turn any- 
body away from our stores. I don't know of a single instance where a 
druggist has been sued for damages. In Chicago, we have made arrange- 
ments with the street car companies, whereby, if anybody is brought into 
the drug stores, our members are reimbursed to the extent of $2.50. 

Mr. Coderre — In my own case, they brought a man in who had his 
hand burned, and someone reported me to the Board of Health and 1 
was fined $20.00 for treating it. 

Mr. Garver — Twenty-eight years ago last September, I bought a 
drug store where a surgeon had an office up stairs and a great many 
emergency cases drifted into the drug store. One night we took care of 
seven. I took care of two, and the surgeon took care of the rest. I did 
not receive any compensation at the time but many of these people be- 
came customers. We have handled many cases for young girls who were 
working in a factory at a very low salary and have never gotten an3'- 
thing for it. 

Mr. Gray — You can render first aid if you don't charge. If you do 
charge, you are subject to a suit. I believe Secretary Dodds has covered 
this subject, when he assured us that there was no insult intended by the 
Governor. 

Mr. Mrazek — The question of reciprocity might be taken up at this 
time. I want to say on behalf of the members of the Illinois State Board 
of Pharmacy that we are at all times ready to work in conjunction with 
the Illinois Pharmaceutical Association. We have decided to put the 
question of reciprocity before this Association so that in the future w^e, 
the members of this board, can go on record as having the endorsement 
of the Illinois Pharmaceutical Association. 

Only a short time ago a reporter from one of the Chicago papers 
called at my store and requested information regarding the fee of $5.00 
charged by the National Association of Boards of Pharmacy for the re- 
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ciprocity certificate and this reporter was imbued with the idea that this 
tS.W was graft and that if we were going to charge a fee that aSc, in his 
estimation, ought to be the limit. I endeavoi:ed to clear the atmosphere 
so far as the graft was concerned, in stating that same was for the ex- 
pense of the National Association of Boards of Pharmacy in carrying on 
their work and to my complete surprise the next day I found this sam< 
reporter quoting entirely his own views and not my true statement to 
him. Therefore, I would suggest to the members present that in the 
future when a reporter calls upon you for any information you employ 
the services of a stenographer iti order to be in a position to come back 
at him when he endeavors to convey a wrong impression. 

Mr. Avery — I would like to make a motion, that this Association en- 
dorse the action of the Stale Bi>ard of Pharmacy in agreeing upon recip- 
rocal exchange with other states. We have been under that plan for five 
or six years, and I think it has been worked out to the advantage ot 
pharmacists and has brought hardship on no one. So many times, 
through ill health, a man is compelled to go lo another state ; we are not 
all able after practicing fifteen years to pass a rigid exammation, and yet 
after that amount of service a man is thoroughly qualified. Therefore 
the action should be endorsed. The use of it has been very limited ; there 
were only thirty men registered by reciprocity last year. 

Mr. Wells — I amend that motion, by adding, that we consider S5.00 a 
very reasonable fee. 

Mr. Avery — I incorporate that in my motion, that the National As- 
sociation of Boards might have sufficient funds to properly supervise 
this exchange and especially as they have a former member of the' Illinois 
Board, whose business it is to instruct the Boards as to the qualifications 
which are expected of them. 

President Dorland — It is pleasing to me to put this motion at this 
time. The Board of Pharmacy is trying to co-operate with the State As- 
sociation. 

The motion was carried. 

REPORT OF THE DELEGATES OF THE AMERICAN PHARMA- 
CEUTICAL ASSOCIAION 

Mr. Avery— Your committee represented you at the meeting at 
Nasbville, The meeting wbb In line with previous gatherings of that 
ABBOciatlon, both In attendance aDd work accomplished. 

One ot the principal discussions at this session was similar lo 
that wbich stirred the N. A. R. D. conventloii at Cincinnati, namely. 
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the peculiar features ol the Harrison anti-narcotic bill exempting 
from its proTlBions physicians, dentists and veterinarians. 

I want to assure yon that the meetings of the American Phar- 
maceutical Association are so important that they ought to receive 
the hearty support of al) pharmacists. 

I bad the pleasure of attending the sessions of the National 
Boards of Pharmacy, which were being held at the same time. I 
was much impressed with the actions taken and the work done by 
this Association. Its meetings w«re well attended and very live and 
Interesting, I am sure that If you had all been able to be at those 
meetings also you would be doubly pleased because of the action 
taken here today by this body In endorsing the work of that asso-

Mr. Kain— Mr. Chairman and delegates: I don't intend to take h 
the five minutes. I have been requested to appear before you for 
other purpose than to bring fraternal greetings to this convention. 1 
main object of coming before you concerns the cigar trade. We ; 
organized men, and many of us have families and have our own 1:1 
homes to work for. The proposition has always been an uphill ii| 
with the druggists. We are on record, that no man belonging to < 
organization shall patronize the cut rate stores. We believe in patron 
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ing our neighbors in our home. We go to our druggist instead of going 
down town to the cheap druggists who give you cheap stuff. I want 
to say to you, that the cigar maker feels this and feels it keenly. You 
have not suffered as the cigar trade has. We are in the grasp of the 
biggest claws in the world, the tobacco trust. Maybe some of you have 
been thrust out of a good corner by this trust; they have no consider- 
ation for you. In down-state cities the druggists are better off than 
they are in the city of Chicago in this respect. There is more patronage 
among home industries in the smaller towns perhaps than in the larger 
ones. All we ask for, is an equal chance. Give me the right to say, 
that I want a cigar that pays a living wage. We have the best so far, 
that there is in the United States. Give the Cigar Makers this one chance, 
and see that the Union label is pasted on the box. I want to say, that 
I came down with the intention of meeting this convention, and meeting 
your chairman, and I 'was rather disappointed to see that there was a 
feeling that I came down here to hurt your organization. I just came 
down to extend our greetings. I think you have a bright, conscientious 
young man in your chairman. I never before met such a bright young 
man. 

Mr. Keim — Mr. President and Gentlemen : The I. P. T. A. has just 
had its session and taken care of its business, and a committee appointed 
to come to you and talk about the convention for 1914. Mr. Black gave 
you the details of his proposition. Mr. Armes of this hotel has certainly 
spread himself and has done all we can expect, and as this is an experi- 
ment, it remains to be seen whether you want to come back here. In 
view of the fact that both ©f the propositions are so interesting, the 
I. P. T. A. has suggested that you turn this decision over to your Execu- 
tive Committee, and let us traveling men get out among the druggists 
and find out which would fit them best, and then if you will permit, wc 
will attend your meeting, and give you what information we can. The 
I. P. T. A. wishes long life and a larger membership to the I. P. A. and 
we hope next year, we will find 250 per cent more at the Convention. 

Mr. Lahl — I came as a member of the Committee. I am going to 
say something that may hurt. You all know that I have been interested 
in the I. P. T. A. work. I am going to call a spade a spade. I am very 
much disappointed at the number of druggists who come to our conven- 
tions. I have talked to the different manufacturers, and the time has 
come that if the I. P. A don't do something radical, you won't have any 
more meetings, because they are getting played out. It is costing us 
about $13.00 per head to entertain each man present. That is too much; 
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we must have a better attendance. We have talked it over, and some 
advised coming before you in a body, others said not to do il, and we 
did not know what to do. The boys made me president. I tried to get 
onl o( it. We must get something started in the Association and arouw 
your enthusiasm, so that we can have 350 or 300 druggists at the Con- 
ventioTis. Vou know that we have in the State of Illinois several 
diousand registered druggists. There are 133 present. I hope that the 
parent organization will take some action to help us. We will do every- 
thing we can to boost the game. We want something sent out by the 
parent organization, and make it good and strong for these men who 
slay at home and don't want to do anything. It is the same old war 
horses who come every year. Make the others get out and do .some of 
the work. 1 hope the druggists will have a successful 1915. and that 
next year the attendance .will be doubled. 

President Dorland — I am pleased to announce that we have some 
more new members to elect. 

Secretary Day read the list of new names. 

Secretary Day — This makes 133 new members for the year, and 
twenty-five at this meeting. Last year we had 104 for the year, and eight 
during the convention. Our total membership is about 1,000, and there 
are about 3.000 druggists in business in Illinois and 5,500 registered 
pharmacists in this state. 

Mr. Denton-^I move you that the parties whose names were read 
be received in full membership in this association. Seconded and carried. 

Mr. Weils — Mr. President : It has been referred to frequently by 
our officers during this session and has been brought out foricbly by the 
Chairman of the Committee on President's address, Mr, Denton, that 
the druggists should do all that they can to foster co-operative com- 
panies in the drug line but especially see that lhe.se companies are owned 
or managed by retail druggists. About 17 or 18 years ago the I, Ph. A. 
appointed 3 committee to organize a company that would manufacture 
a line of articles that sold only to druggists and would be price -protected. 
As a result of that Committee's work the United States Pharmaeal 
Company was formed and if has been active ever since. I have been a 
director almost continuously since its organization and am just now its 
president. During all these years we have tried to follow along the lines 
recommended by the State Association at that time. Lately it has been 
repeatedly urged by some of our members that we should enlarge our 
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business and give druggists in some of the more distant states a chance 
to benefit by the plan. I, therefore, have drawn up a resolution which I 
would like to introduce. 

Mr. Wells read this resolution. 

RESOLUTIONS OFFERED BY MR. WELLS 

Be it remembered that the United States Pharmacal Company of 
Chicago, Illinois, was organized under the auspices and direction of the 
Illinois Pharmaceutical Association, receiving its charter fronn the State 
of Illinois February 13th, 1896, and that this Association has always 
taken a warm interest in the progress and development of the said United 
States Pharmacal Company and has from time to time made recommen- 
dations to its officers and directors: Further, that in the eighteen years 
that ha-ve passed since the organization committee appointed by this 
Association completed its labors, and made its final report and was dis- 
charged with thanks, a new generation of druggists has arisen not only 
in the State of Illinois, but other states, therefore 

Be it Resolved, That this Association recommend to the directors 
and officers of the United States Pharmacal Company that they extend 
an invitation not only to the pharmacists of this State but also those of 
other states to become stockholders and identify themselves with it and 
thus avail themselves of the advantages offered by this truly co-operative 
pharmaceutical company, further 

Be it Resolved, That the officers of this Association transmit a copy 
of this resolution together with the preamble to the officers of the United 
States Pharmacal Company. 

Mr. Wells — I move you the adoption of this resolution. Seconded 
and carried. 

President Borland — We will now go back to the consideration of 
legislative affairs. 

Secretary Day — We concluded the consideration of state legislative 
topics and postponed until today the consideration of National Legislation, 
and referred the resolutions until today. 

Mr. Potts read a resolution pertaining to the Stevens Bill. 
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RESOLUTIONS OFFERED BY MR, POTTS 
Whereas, The unfair practice of cutting prices of standard goodi 
is being generally used as a means of destroying the independent mer- 
chants of the country and creating great trading monopolies, thus seriousi] 
injuring the prosperity of the towns and smaller cities, and 

Whereas, The claim that price culling is in the interest of the con- 
sumer is wholly unfounded, since the loss on standard goods is alway; 
offset by the higher pric.es charged for unknown goods of doiibtfnl qual- 

Whereas, House Bill 13305, introduced in Congress by Representativ< 
Stevens of New Hampshire is a measure that will aid in establishing fair 
free and honest competition, relieved from cut-throat methods, and givi 
the independent merchant an opportunity to do business under legitimati 
conditions, 

Resolved, That the Illinois Pharmaceutical Association heartily en- 
dorses the Stevens bill, and calls on the United States Senators and Con- 
gressmen from this stale to favor that measure, and to use their influenct 
in having it enacted info law at the present session of Congress. 

Resolved, That we commend Ihe utterances of President Wilson ai 
Philadelphia, on October 29, 1912. when in defining his policy he said 
"Safeguard American men against unfair competition and they will tab 
care of themselves. . . . H you make the processes by which smal 
men are undersold in particular markets criminal ; if you penalize in thi 
same way those discriminations by which retail dealers are punished il 
they deal in the goods of anybody except the big manufacturers; if yot 
see to it that raw materials are sold upon the same terms to everybody: 
if you see that the closed market for credit is opened up by a very dif- 
ferent banking system, then you have freed America, and I for my pari 
am willing to stop there and see who has the best brains." And we pledgi 
him our earnest support in any effort he may make to enforce the prin- 
ciples of equal rights and equal opportunity to honest dealing with th( 
consuming public. 

Mr. , Potts — I therefore offer these resolutions and move their adop- 
tion. Just before I left the office to come here. I received a telegram froil 
Mr. Eckstein, that the members of the National Protective Travelers 
Association now in session in Houston, Texas, have unanimously endorsed 
the Stevens Bill. 

Mr, Potts' motion in regard to the resolutions was seconded and car- 
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■tH Secretary Day — The next is the suggestion made in the President's 

>"B Address on making the I. Ph. A. a permanent all year around Association. 

Mr. Potts — 1 see thos« here who have been here before. The talk 

given by Mr. Lahl was based upon a good foundation. I find in other 

fi| states where I visit, the retail druggists make a more component part of 

the State Association than they do in Illinois. There is a feeling among 
some of the druggist^ in the State, that there is a certain lew tnat run the 
meetings. Some stay away because they are afraid to get up and talk, 
because they claim a few run everything. Iowa has taken every retail 
druggist in the State into the Association. Ninety-five per cent of the 
druggists are bona fide dues paid members in Iowa. In Indiana they have 
an N. A. R. D. legislative committee composed of 150 members, a member 
from each county in the State. At the last session, there was a bill intro- 
duced called the Regan Bill, one of the best in any state in the Uinon. 
They we-re antagonized by the Medical Society of the State of Indiana. 
They got the mayor and district attorney on their side, and then got the 
newspapers. The medical association sent out about seven or eight 
thousand letters every day. The bill passed and was signed by the gov- 
ernor, and the very first man picked up was the man whose argument 
was that the medical profession were not violating the narcotic law, and 
he was tried and convicted and fined $5,000 and given six months in 
prison. That is only one thing that has been done through the co-operation 
of the best retail druggists in the State of Indiana. Our State should do 
the same thing. Have a legislative committee composed of one member 
from each county to work with the standing Legislative Committee. If 
this idea is adopted, I pledge you our Mr. Singer to help in selecting these 
men from each county. You can't be successful, unless you put your very 
best men forward, therefore the suggestion I have offered, I hope will 
be adopted. (Applause.) 

President Borland — This is a subject that deeply concerns the success 

of our Association. We exist practically only four days a year. We 

come here for three days, and go home and forget about it; then we do 

not get together again until we meet for one day in November. It is 

high time, if you expect to have an association that is worth something, 

,u that we get to work and have a live, active association. It is not sufficient 

tj to elect officers. You can't expect the officers to do the work. I regard 

.: this as one of the most critical points in this association's life. For the 

last five years the membership has stood at the same point. Every year 

we lose by expirations, death and men leaving the State as many members 

as we gain. There was a time when Indiana and Iowa were aw^y behind 
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Illinois, and now it is we who arc woefully behind. We don't nee( 
devole a whole lot of time to discussing it, or the Association will 
at the same point forever. I ask you country men. and men of Chic 
who made ihe C. R, D. A. the strongest association in the world. 
I ask you down-state men to get on your feet and make this Associa: 
what it should lie. (Applause.) 

Mr. Lahl— I want to introduce the new officers of the i. P. T 
Mr. Kennedy. First Vice President; Mr. Keim. Second Vice Presld< 
Mr. Smith, Chairman of the Auditing Committee; Mr. Whidden, Se 
lary and Treasurer. To show you that we are alive and on the job 
purpose to make Illinois the leading Stale, we have come before 
to ask a favor. The Wisconsin Pharmaceutical Association meets i 
week. We have talked things over, and as we are going to come t 
to Fox Lake or go on the boat next year, the best dates are June 
16, IT. We would like to have the Illinois Pharmaceutical Associa 
lender us the right to go before the Pharmaceutical Association 
Wisconsin, and say "We fellows beat you to it," and we have got 
15, IB, 17 of June, 1915 set. If we don't do that, we will have to I 
the same week we are taking now, and that will make it bad if we v 
to come back to Fox Lake, We would like to ask that favor of 
and be allowed to go and tell them these dates are set. We have ta 
this into consideration, and would like to have our parent organiza 
set a date so that the other association will not conflict with us. 

A Member — I make a motion that we hold our Convention i 
year at the dales mentioned, and give the travelers the privilege to 
before the Wisconsin Association. 

Mr. Crowley — Reasons might develop why we have the small nun 
of drug^sts here, and suggestions might be made how we might ap 
to the members of our Association. We pay in our money and c 
down here, we men who work for the interest of the organization ; otl 
stay at home and find fault with the work, but don't come down 
see what is accomplished, and no doubt the dru^ists of Illinois tc 
have measured the progress of this organization year in and year out. 
my mind the rank and file are not satisfied. A year ago, I suggests 
plan, and did not expect to bring it up at this time, as I felt Ih: 
should come from the officers, but I think it ought to be considered, 
at one time visited the Minnesota Association at their annual convent 
and was very much interested in the way it was conducted. I bel 
that if we would hold our convention next fall or next February 
March in Springfield when the Legislature is in Springfield, and wi 
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get acquainted with the legislators of the State, druggists will come 
during February or March and would not come during the summer. I 
believe that if we would get down to business and hold one business 
session, it would be possible to accomplish something. At the time of 
the session of the Legislature, you will be able to measure up where you 
are weak, and where you are strong. You will gain all that if your 
convention was held there for a week or three days. If you commence 
to accomplish results for the druggists' benefit, you will see the members 
rolling in, and the attendance of members at the Conventions will be 
increased four fold. I believe the great attraction at these meetings are 
the social events, but organizations must show some results. Give this 
plan a try-out and I believe it would be a benefit to your organization. 
The cry that you hear, "Why are there so few here?" you might just as 
well keep under your hat; it is the same every year. 

Mr. Lahl — I want to say, that you have not been up against Hotel 
arrangements like your humble servant has. In Springfield, we went to 
one of the best hotels, and the first thing they said was, wait until vrc 
see if the Legislature has anything on. The hotels will not consider a 
convention at any time, while the Legislature is in session. Last year 
there were not any hotels to be had. You could not get the accommo- 
dations. Another thing, your traveling men are busy at that time of the 
year. We come here gratis. We can not get away in February or March. 
We would like to, but we must think of the man higher up, and the hotel 
proposition would be a proposition that would stop it. 

Mr. Crowley — Probably from a social standpoint it could hardly be 
considered. It was my idea to have a business session. Two years ago, 
I don't know how many times I was down to 3pringfield, but how much 
better it would have been if we had the druggists of the State there. I 
saw our weakness, and if we had our convention of fifty or one hundred 
druggists there, we would have put that bill over. We knew just where 
we were weak. Your officers worked their heads off, only to lose, only 
because you did not have a perfect organization, and there is not mian 
here today, who if he wanted to put over the Pharmacy Bill and stood 
sponsor for it, would not follow the policies that this organization has 
laid down for him to carry out. 

President Borland — I would like to reply to Mr. Crowley. I believe 
Mr. Crowley will realize that I have been as closely connected with the 
Legislature as anyone. The difficulties in letting the druggists of the 
State know where such a meeting would be held would be very obvious. 
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It would be almost impossible to tell when our bill would come up. That 
is the only time when you would have any effect on your Legislature. 
We had men down there whose votes were promised to pass the bill, 
but at the critical time they failed us. Then is the time that you must 
make your showing. We could not let a State Convention hang on three 
days; it would be impossible. I think our convention should be held in 
the summer time. 1 would suggest that this Legislative Committee hold 
an open meeting in Springfield during the Legislative session, and then 
let us come up here and jollify about the good work done by your Com- 
mittee. The call can go out and we can bring out the crowd, and then 
come back in the summer time. We are not afraid of two meetings a 

year. 

• 

Mr. Kennedy — It has been my pleasure to Le at the head of a large 
organization of 4,000. To show you that men don't count for much at 
Springfield: I took 100 men and went down there* and was promised 
that at a certain time we would have a vote on our bill, and finally one 
of the men told me, the bill would not be brought up for a vote that day, 
and during the night after we had gone to bed, that bill was brought up 
and defeated, because our men were in bed. You can't get men to go 
to Springfield to stay up all night to get legislation. With a few you 
can accomplish more than you can with many. 

a 

Mr. Larsen — I just want to say, that just because the travelers were 
sleeping, the druggists would not be asleep. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Achelpohl — To show you just how strong we were when we 
were working at Springfield at the time the Itinerant Vender Bill was 
up, we had more than a sufficient number of men to support our bill, and 
when we came to passing it, some of the men went back on their word. 

Mr. Crowley — You can't expect any man to give you his confidence 
if he has nothing in common with you. Men promised me they would 
vote for our bill, they did that because they thought I was right; and 
others reached them from the other side and showed them that we were 
working from a selfish interest. Every Legislator that knew me, 
whether I owed' him, or he owed me, voted for us. The men who went 
back on us owed me nothing, and I owed them nothing. If the drug- 
gists knew them as I knew mine, I believe they would not have backed 
down. It is easy to back down on men whom you do not know, but it 
is hard to back down on your friends. 

President Dorland — There is a motion before the house, that next 
year our convention dates be June 16, 16, 17. 
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Mr. Wells— I hardly agree with the arguments brought out by Mr 
Crowley. It seems that we will have to work out the other plan that 
we were just talking about, and have the enlarged Legislative Committee 
meet there. We will probably accomplish more than if we have our. 
Convention there. We would have more influence. I would vote in favor 
of taking these dates in June. 

The motion carried. 

Mr. Potts — I want to state that the Minnesota Association met in 
Feb'uary, 1913, at St. Paul as an experiment. It was a great success. 
Thev got necessary legislation through the legislature. They are going 
to alternate, and this year they held the convention in Minneapolis, and 
next year it will*be again in St. Paul. I think it would be well to take 
up the subject brought out by Mr. Crowley. The only weak point would 
be getting hotel accommodations. 

Mr. Mahaffy — I believe I see a way that this can be handled and a 
great deal of good accomplished. 

I see no reason why the Executive Board Meeting of this Associa- 
tion could not be held in Springfield, during the early session of the 
Legislature in the Spring, instead of holding it in the Fall of the present 
year in Chicago. Let ther committee on Legislation and any and all 
members of the Association that can be induced to come, attend this 
meeting, which should be held when the best results can be obtained. 

Secretary Day — The Executive Board has to arrange for the voting 
cards unless the Convention takes care of that. That is the only reason 
for meeting in November. 

Mr. Mahaffy — I move you that the Executive Committee for the 
coming year meet in Springfield at the time set by the Secretary which 
would be most convenient for this Association to accomplish good for 
this Association. 

Mr. Denton — I second that. 

Mr. Boehm — I would like to amend that; a good many of the legis- 
lators double crossed us for a reason unknown to us. They promised to 
support us, but they voted against our bill at the last reading. The bill 
was slaughtered because of a political fight. Notify all the members on 
the committee regarding the men who voted against us, and find out why 
they did vote against us, aad get in closer touch with them. Get their 
vote promised beforehand. Now we don't know what objections they 
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had, but get in touch with Ihem, and find out what "are their objection 
the Jill, and explain to them why we want this legislation. 

Mr, Mahaffy — I believe the President can furnish Ihe data, or the 
ficers of the C. B. D. A. 

President Dorland — That was taken care of by this Convention 
resolution introduced by the Sangamon County Association in which 
pledge their support, and ask all other County Associations *to do so. 

Mr. Kuflewski — Let the Executive Committee know their represe 
tives. I have been on that Committee with Mr. Crowley, Mahaffy, L 
and others, and some did not know in what district they lived. Mil 
in politics first, and then you can get anything you want. 

Mr. Wheateroft — I might say for information, I live on the Ind 
State Line, and am pretty familiar with the movements of their legisla 
work, and while they talk about the Indiana Druggists, Mr. Barrett 
is their field representative lives in my town and during the time 
Legislature is in session he lives in Indianapolis, and gives the Legisla 
Committee all the information as to what is going on. I think the 
tional Association pays for it. Those fellows on that Legislative C 
mittee go into Indianapolis any time he telegraphs them. He stays t! 
all Ihe time and takes care of it. 1 think it would be well for us tt 
the same. 

Mr. Singer — Mr. Barrett has spent a great deal of time on this m 
of his. He interviews the druggists individually, and he selects a drug 
in a certain district, and makes him pledge that he will be very active, 
when he takes up a measure, he always has the support of those BOO. \ 
Legislative Committee is entirely too small. 

President Dorland — I believe we deviated from the motion before 
house. The motion is that the mid-year meeting of the Executive C 
mittee, together with the Political Committee and Legislative Commit 
inviting all the druggists in the State of Illinois, be held in SpringI 
at time set by the Secretary. 

Mr. Mahaffy— I would like to insist that a few like Kuflew 
Crowley and Boehm, men who make a lot of noise, be present. I alw 
voted for Mr. Kuflewski. and know he makes an impression, so does 
Secretary, and so does our little giant Crowley, these men should be p 
ent and on the ground. 

Mr. Kuflewski — Let every man be well acquainted with his repres 

The motion hy Mr, Mahatfy was carried. 
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Secretary Day — I have a motion to offer to expedite matters, I be- 
lieve we ought not to try to agree upon details of organization. I believe 
that we can leave that with the President for the appointment of the com- 
mittee, and make that committee as large as possible. I make that in the 
form of a motion, that the details of organization be left to the President. 

Seconded and carried. 

Secretary Day — There is another matter that ought not to be over- 
looked, that is the recommendation reported by the Trade Interest Com- 
mittee in regard to a price-reduction campaign on overpriced proprietaries 
and to get the N. A. R. D. schedule of 2, 4 and 8. This plan ot campaign 
is outlined by Mr. Von Riesen, Secretary of the Kansas Ph. A. I believe 
that our incoming chairman of the Trade Interest Committee should be 
instructed to take this up, and be prepared to follow out these ideas as 
far as he can, and report to the Executive Committee. I make that in the 
form of a motion. 

The motion was seconded and carried. 

The report of the Auditing Committee was called for. 

Mr. Mahaffy — ^Your Auditing Committee had a great deal of trouble 
in auditing the accounts of Secretary Day and Treasurer Carver which 
was due to the noises and inconveniences that we were put to during the 
waking hours of this Committee. (Laughter). I would like to say, that 
in looking over the books of Secretary Day and Treasurer Carver, the 
Committee had no trouble at all in harmonizing them, because tncy were 
in perfect harmony and accord. The following report we desire to sub- 
mit :

Mr. Mahaffy — Mr. President, Ladies and Gentlemen, I trust you- will 
bear with me a moment while I preface my essay with a few remarks. In 
preparing this paper 1 had little idea of winning a prize. 

Almost twenty years ago I opened a drug store in Chicago and con- 
ducted it — with one removal — until three years ago. at which time I sold 
it. In January, 1907, I was appointed by Governor Deneen, as inspector 
for the Board of Pharmacy. This position I held until february 1st ot the 
present year, at which time I voluntarily tendered my resignation to the 
Illinois Civil Service Commission. 

I am very glad to have had the opportunity to hold the position 
that I did with the Board of Pharmacy, for the members of the old 
Board — as we are in the habit of referring to most all retired bodies — as 
well as the present Board members are men of intelligence, character 
and ability, and I am better for having had the association of such men. 

My reason for resigning was to take the secretaryship and general 
management of a co-operative organization in Chicago. This is an 
organization of five hundred retail druggists, of Chicago, banded together 
for the purpose of securing compensation for their windows, and co- 
operating with the manufacturer who avails himself of this service. This 
paper which I am about to read to you treats of this very important 
subject. 

It was the thought in mind of aiding in a small way any or all of the 
Illinois Pharmaceutical Association members, in doing what five hundred 
retail druggists of Chicago are doing that prompted me to write this 
paper. 

Mr. Mahaffy read his essay. 



THE ADVERTISING VALUE OF YOUR WINDOW 

J. A. Mahaffy 

Retail druggists in the past few years have come to realize that few 
clerks or proprietors, regardless of their qualifications, can equal in sales 
that dominant, silent salesman, who never sleeps, is always on the job 
and never complains about working overtime, the window. 
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The women customers of each neighborhood today look to the drug 
store window of their vicinity to display the latest suggestions in perfum- 
ery, toilet water, face and talcum powders and many other toilet requi- 
sites. These articles as nearly as possible should have the prici;s on them, 
thereby enabling the customers who are sometimes unwilling to shop on 
this line of goods to walk in and ask for the article and know what they 
will be required to pay for it. 

To attract other classes of customers you should make displays of 
cigars, fancy box candies, shaving outlits. soap, etc.. or a line of sporting 
goods, such as fishing tackle, baseball goods and golf outlits, during the 
months these goods are salable and handled by many of the druggists out- 
side of the downtown district in large cities. 

There is no question but what windows properly arranged will sell 
goods steadily and this fact is known best by large manufacturers, for 
today few, if any. of the national advertisers of lines sold in drug stares 
would ask a dru^ist to make a window display of his product without 
expecting to pay him something in return for the service— either cash or 
free goods. 

The fact that nostrums and fake goods are now seldom, if ever, seen 
displayed in the windows of a majority of retail drug stores has stim- 
ulated the earning power of this medium of advertising and caused the 
manufacturer of legitimate lioes to turn to it "with more sincerity and 
faith and a better appreciation of its value to them. 

One of the largest manufacturers of watches in the world in talking 
before the "Judiciary Committee of the House of Represeii Natives at 
Washington, D. C, a few weeks ago said, ''If I could have only one 
advertisement I would take the retail dealer's window. I would rather 
have my goods where they can be sold than in the news- 
papers or magazines where they cannot he sold. A man is in front of the 
store with one dollar in his pocket but if he has a paper in his hand he 
has got to read the thing and then go a way off somewhere and buy the 

The red fire, in advertising, iike the red automobile, is waning and 
men who are spending money in advertising are looking to the most eco- 
nomical and conservative ways in placing it. 

No druggist, no matter how small, should consider giving his win- 
dow away to any manufacturer without some form of compensation, for 
every person entering, or passing his store, can and does see what is be- 
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^ .H ing displayed in the windows. If he cannot get the manufacturer to pay 

for these displays, let him keep them out for a time and feature his own 
make of goods, or let him make a display from his prescription depart- 
ment, featuring chemicals, prescription files and utensils used in dispens- 
,*W ing or another suggestion — during the summer months let him feature 

hM and disj^lay beverages and other soft drinks that he serves at his foun- 

\m tain. If this were followed by druggists throughout the country it would 

'.iij not be long until the manufacturer would realize the need of paying for 

this valuable display space. 

jl The united efforts of five hundred druggists organized into the Mer- 

chants' & Manufacturers* Co-operative Advertising Association of Chi- 
cago, has not only been the means of bringing hundreds of dollars into 
the pockets of these druggists, from the manufacturers who have paid 
them cash for the use of their windows, but it has caused them to realize 
the value of this new source of revenue and prompted them to make bet- 
ter use of their windows for their own make goods. 

This organization, no doubt, is also responsible for many of the re- 
maining six hundred and fifty druggists of Chicago receiving cash in 
payment for the use of their window space, for a great many of the 
latter are now exacting this from the manufacturer. The concerted action 
of the majority of the druggists of a city, organized and operated along 
the lines of the Merchants* & Manufacturers' Co-operative Advertising 
Association will bring better results than individual druggists each look- 
ing out for himself can hope to attain. 

A simultaneous display of a week*s duration in five hundred stores 
is far more impressive and convincing to the manufacturer than the plac- 
ing of the same number of displays scattered through a period of many- 
weeks. 

The fact that drug stores are open from four to six hours longer 

than most any other retail store and that the beauty of drug store win- 

j dows at night stands forth as a beacon light to the traveler and gives then» 

the appearance of a beautifully illuminated bulletin with its attractive 
lights and flashy copy. 

Druggists in almost every city, town or hamlet should fully realize 
that their store is the one place in town where, as a rule, more people 
enter and pass than any one other place, the postoffice excepted. With 
this thought in mind he should so arrange his windows that no person 
would fail to notice them. The trim should be of such a character that 
it would dominate all else as the advertising medium and the advertising 
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copy for the goods to be pushed, forming the connecting link between 
these goods on the dealer's shelves and the consumer's demand. 

Every successful window trim should be a whole advertising cam- 
paign in itself for it is advertising in the most intensive form. 

In conclusion let me say something about the window that is not 
properly trimmed or arranged, for a window can be made not only use- 
less but actually harmful to the merchant. 

All trims should be removed each week and then either he left out 
entirely or placed in a different window. Cut-outs and empty cartons 
should never be permitted to become dirty or fly-specked or left to sag 
and fall over in the window. 

Success depends upon the amount and quality of the circulation a 
window display buys and that in turn depeiAs upon the breadth of its 
appeal. (Applause). 

Mr, Bruun — Mr. Chairman and Members : I haven't any excuse 
for writing mine, I just wrote i(.

ADVERTISING SCHEMES 
Bv H. N. Bruun 
During the past two years, or since the last annual convention of 
the associated Advertising Clubs of America at Baltimore, the attitude 
toward advertising has been considerably changed. In times gone by 
advertising was a power in the hands of unscrupulous men, who with the 
aid of fraudulent advertising, deceived the unsuspecting public by selling 
them worthless land, stock or remedies, until those who really had goods 
of merit to sell were ashamed to place their advertisements in the same 
media. 

Today things are changed. Advertising has been weighed in the bal- 
ance of ethics. The fakir, the unscrupulous and lying advertiser must 
stand aside for the man with goods of merit. Many magazines and news- 
papers refuse advertisements that have the least semblence of fraud, and 
therefore on account of his past record, the patent medicine advertiser 
finds it difficult to enter the columns of many publications. 
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In discussing advertising schemes or methods before so large a num- 
ber of druggists from all parts of the State, working in different environ- 
ments, it would be almost impossible to give any concrete example of ad- 
vertising that would be of value to all of you. However, it will be my 
aim to place before you some of the broad principles of advertising and 
their uses in a few specific instances. 

Advertising is a tremendous business force when properly applied. 
The application of which, to ones business, requires personal study of 
conditions. One man's methods will not suit another. The country store 
cannot use the same methods that are used in the city. The city store 
centrally located uses different methods from the one i.i the outskirts. 
Druggists in foreign localities, where the people cannot read or under- 
stand very little of the English language, have an entirely different 
problem. ^ 

Advertising is salesmanship applied to the group. The salesman deals 
with the individual, the advertiser with the crowd. The first thing one 
must bear in mind, when advertising is, what kind of a crowd am I try- 
ing to reach? Are they ordinary people, or the more cultured classes? 
Are they working men or professional men? Women of means or those 
who have to count their pennies? 

When you have decided upon your group, the next thing to do is to 

« 

select the proper medium for reaching these people. In other words how 
shall I proceed to get the attention of the group I wish to sell? Shall it 
be newspapers, billboards, booklets, window displays, premium offers or 
some other method? 

The druggist who can use newspaper advertising must be centrally 
located, whether he is in the small town or large city, otherwise there 
will be too much waste circulation. To him the importance of good copy 
is essential. The requirements of good copy are many, and I will only 
mention a few of them. In the first place, has it attention values? Is the 
layout good? Is it easily understood? Is it convincing? Has it "punch"? 
If your copy will stand these tests, you will no doubt have copy that pulls. 

Before beginning to advertise, one must be sure that one has some- 
thing to advertise. It is not enough to say that you have a nice store, 
pure drugs, etc. In order to attract people to your store you must spe- 
cialize on a few things. You must have some specialty, if possible, that 
others have not got. Say, one of your own household remecries. Again 
before beginning your advertising be sure that your preparation is 
"right." Does it give satisfaction? Does it repeat? 
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The druggists in neighborhoods of the better classes, not so located 
that they can use the newspapers, can apply the same methods attd 
tests to their advertising and reach their people either by mail or circular. 
it hae been proven that flrst class mail, sent in plain envelopea and ad- 
dressed in hand writing, brings the best results. Persistence in adver- 
tising is absolutely necessary and unless one can see one's way clear to 
keep up one's mailing matter for at least a year at. regular intervals, it 
would be better not to start. 

Druggists in foreign localities must depend almost entirely upon per- 
sonal advertising. They cannot use the newspapers or the mail to ad- 
vantage. But they can use their windows to attract attention. In these 
localities personality is the biggest factor. The people as a rule are illit- 
erate, and will depend more upon the word of the druggist than those 
that are 'native born. If the druggist is conscientious and willing to serve 
these people faithfully, a good business can be built up among them. 
Premium offers, samples and free goods can be used to advantage. 

These are three general divisions and average methods of advertising, 
I will mention but a few of the specific methods that are being used, as 
you all no doubt are familiar with various schemes. In the first place I 
wish to say that price cutting is losing its power to attract trade. One 
druggist, 1 know, calls up his customers by phone every day in order lo 
supply their wants in his line. Another sends out a lady solicitor who 
makes a house to house canvass advertising the store and taking orders. 
During the holidays several Chicago druggists gave a premium of a small 
harp, to the customer who spent the largest amount with them, within a 
given time. I could go on and mention other schemes, but it is not my 
intention to tell you just how to advertise. It was my intention to arouse 
in you the desire to study your own environment and conditions so that 
you could apply some of the principles of advertising that I have put be- 
fore you. If I have accomplished this I will feel that I have attained my 
purpose in this paper. (Applause). 

Mr. H. B. Denton read his essay. 
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"STARTING IN BUSINESS AND MAKING GOOD" 

By W. S. Denton 

It is very easy to start in business, but quite another thing to make 
that business a success. Dunn or 'Bradstreet will tell you that 95% of the 
failures in business can be traced to two causes — first, a lack of capital 
and second, a lack of knowledge concerning your business. About as 
many failures seem to be due to one cause as the other, but more are due 
to a combination of the two. In my estimation a failure does not neces- 
sarily mean the going into the hands of a receiver, for if one plods 
along from year to year and declares no annual cash dividend, but makes 
only a scant living he is a full-fledged financial failure. 

If one is content in starting a business for the mere honor of being 
in business for himself $500 to $1000 will probably start the ball.' A start 
may be all that he will get, however, for I know of very few stores 
launched on a capital of less than $3000 that ever made any way near a 
success. Indeed, I should not offer too much encouragement to an enter- 
prise backed by a less amount than $5,000. 

Assuming now that one's capital and knowledge has been propor- 
tionately and sufficiently collected the next step is of course the selection 
of a location. You may either start a new store or buy an old business. 
In either case YOU would be. STARTING in business and in either case 
"SOU have equal chances of taking in $6 or $50 a day according to YOUR 
ability. 

If you contemplate buying an old store (and I favor this plan of 
starting) let me 'say right now that I would much rather pay a heavy 
bonus and buy a good paying, well located store, than to buy the other 
kind, at an equally heavy discount. The former, under proper manage- 
ment, will yield a dividend from the beginning, while it is doubtful if the 
run down, poorly located junk shop will ever pay. I would consider it 
expensive property even if it were a gift, and I am not without experi- 
ence in the up-building of old stocks. 

In opening a new store, there is always more or less chance con- 
nected with its prospects. Select a location in which the business is not 
already overdone, and where you may reasonably expect the patronage 
of at least 1,500 people. If you can draw from 3,000, then all the better, 
but be sure of your 1,500. A new store "that has been put on a paying 
basis under 12 months is as rare as an ounce of radium. I don't care 
how good your location may be. 1 don't care how hard you may work. 
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1 don't care how much or how well you may advertise. The very founda- 
tion of your business, or any business, is built on time. You can't get 
away frotii it. I know. And all through this, your operatli^ expenses 
are going r^ht along. 

Now with your capital, knowledge and location soundly established 
you have a combination hard to beat and one that would prove equally 
hard to down, so it remains now to mention some of the things not to 
do and some more to do, in order to insure absolute success. 

The practice of pharmacy today is largely a commercial enterprise 
and in view of this fact I offer the following rules and principles for 
your consideration. Business men during business hours attend abso- 
lutely their own business. Your interest in the affairs of others is 
neither welcome nor profitable to you. Be honest. It's profitable as well 
as honorable. Above all keep your word. A good business man's word 
is as good as his bond. Watch your little losses. Discover them and 
eUnunate them. Take stock annually. Don't guess it off. Be accurate. 
An incorrect inventory tells you nothing, but will sometimes deceive you. 
In three words. KNOW YOUR BUSINESS. Pay your bills often. 
Have short accounts and discourage the credit business. Become known 
and favorably known, but do not try to run your town. Remember you 
are operating a drug store. An attempt at both might end in success 
with neither. Have a mind of your own; be clear and concise in all 
your dealings and do not trust too much to your memory. If you are 
economical in your business you will probably be able to enjoy some of 
the expensive things of life, but be sure you can afford them. Be self- 
reliant and industrious, but make no attempt to become rich in a day. 
Avoid speculations, concentrate your means and energy on your own 
business. 

When you get more money than can profitably be used in your 
business, a home or your store building isn't a bad investment. This 
stops a double rental and besides affords quite a degree of satisfaction. 
Be courteous and polite to all with whom you come in contact, whether 
he be customer, salesman, your neighbor, or your friend. Too much 
emphasis cannot be placed upon this quality, especially in handling the 
customer. The world admires dignified politeness and it can be attained 
only by strict self control and self denial. He who possesses it has a 
great influence over his fellow men. Emperor William First of Gennany 
always said "please" to his body servant, even when he asked for the 
smallest favor of him. Genuine politeness adorns no man more than 
the druggist. The attraction of a drug store consists as much in the 
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politeness of the proprietor and clerks as in the quality of its goods and 
fine fixtures. A person sometimes enters a drug store where some of 
the clerks have no more manners than a Texas cowboy. I have seen 
them insult the most refined customers. In another store the lowest type 
of customer as well as the milionaire is treated with respect. The first 
store is avoided by all refined customers while the second attracts trade 
of all standing. A friendly word usually finds a friendly heart. Polite- 
ness costs nothing, but is one of a druggist's greatest assets. 

I shall now mention a few things to avoid: Never sign a paper for 
a stranger, nor take chances with another man's game. Never fail to 
read a paper carefully before signing your name to it. If you do not 
thoroughly understand it ask your attorney. Do not boast about your 
business. Let your friends do that for you. Never advertise a com- 
petitor's goods by running them down. Never disappoint an old cus- 
tomer in the time of the delivery of goods for the sake of obliging a 
new one. Never go on another man's note or bond unless you expect 
to pay it. You may have to if you do. Don't take stock in every so- 
called Chemical Company who have just decided, as a special favor to 
you, to let you in on their deal. 

A few business maxims well worth remembering: Learn the value 
of money. If you do not know the value of a thousand dollars try to 
borrow this amount. Shrewd buyers never trade with a man who is 
cortinually .selling out at cost. Goods well bought are half sold, that is 
sometimes, but they are always better on your shelves than they arc 
on the books under a dead beat's name. The hustler is always awake 
and after business. Bad luck is the man who stands around with his 
hands in his pockets waiting to see how it will turn out and waiting to 
find out what his competitors are doing. Do not brood over the good 
old days you have heard your father talk about when all the doctors 
wrote prescriptions and the druggist made everything that left his store. 
Those days are past. Adapt yourself to the present day conditions and 
demands. Those good old days never compared with the glorious present 
and the prospective future. It is up to you, Mr. Druggist, whether or 
not you succeed. 

In conclusion, it is my opinion that if the foregoing outline is carried 
out you will succeed, and if a proper amount of energy and ginger is 
put into the business and special attention given to advertising, window 
displays, salesmanship, co-operative buying and good stock keeping you 
will succeed remarkably well. (Applause.)

An Act to regulate the practice of pharmacy in the State of Illinois, 
to make an appropriation therefor, and to repeal certain Acts therein 
named, approved May 11, 1901, in force July 1, 1901, as amended 
by an Act approved May 13, 1903, in force July 1, 1903, as amended 
by Act approved June 3, 1907, in force July 1, 1907, as amended by 
Act approved and in force January 17, 1908, as amended by Act ap- 
proved June 10, 1911, in force July 1, 1911. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the People of the State of Illinois, rep- 
resented in the General Assembly* That it shall be unlawful for any 
person, not a registered pharmacist within the meaning of this Act, to 
open or conduct any pharmacy, dispensary, drug store, apothecary shop 
or store, for the purpose of retailing, compounding or dispensing drugs, 
medicines or poisons, and any person violating the provisions of this 
section shall be liable to a penalty of not less than twenty nor more 
than one hundred dollars for every such violation : Provided, however, 
That nothing in this Act will prevent any person or persons owning 
a drug store or pharmacy, who shall employ and place in active and 
personal charge of the same, a registered pharmacist, and that nothing 
herein contained shall apply to nor in any manner interfere with the 
practice of any physician or prevent him from supplying to his patients 
such articles as may seem to him proper, nor with the exclusive whole- 
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sale Imsiness of any wholesale druggist : Provided, That nothing con- 
tained in this Act shall apply to the sale of patent or proprietary prepa- 
rations which do not contain cocaine, alpha or beta eucaine, or any salt 
or any compound or derivative of the foregoing substances, when sold in 
original and unbroken packages. 

Sec. 2, That it shall be unlawful for the proprietor of any drug 
store or pharmacy to allow any person in his employ, except a registered 
pharmacist or registered assistant pharmacist, to compound, recommend. 
dispense, or sell at retail, drugs, medicines or poisons, or except an 
apprentice under the immediate supervision of a registered pharmacist 
as hereinafter provided. Any person violating the provisions of this 
section shall be liable to a fine of not less than twenty nor more than 
one hundred dollars for each and every such offense. 

Sec. 3. The term drug store or pharmacy shall, for all purposes of 
this Act, be construed to mean a shop, store or other place of business 
where drugs, medicines or poisons are compounded, dispensed or sold at 

Sec. 4. Registered pharmacists, by examination, must be persons not 
less than Si years of age, of good moral character and temperate habits, 
and who have had four years' practical experience in compounding drugs 
in drug stores where the prescriptions of medical practitioners are com- 
pounded, or physicians holding cerlifieales from the State Board of 
Health, and who have passed a satisfactory theoretical and practical 
examination before the State Board of Pharmacy hereinafter mentioned. 
The said board may, in its discretion, grant certificates of registration 
to such persons' as shall furnish with their application satisfactory proof 
that they have been registered by examination in some other slate : 
Provided, That such other state shall require a degree of competency 
equal to that required of applicants' in this State. Every applicant for 
registration as a registered pharmacist shall pay to the secretary of the 
board the sum of ten dollars at the time of filing the application. The 
payment of said sum of money as aforesaid shall entitle the applicant to 
take a second examination in case he failed in the first, but no more; 
Provided, Said second examination is taken within six months of the 
first ; and upon the payment of an a.dditional five dollars in case the appli- 
cant passes a satisfactory examination, the secretary of the Board of 
Pharmacy shall issue to him a certificate as a registered pharmacist. 

Actual time of attendance, but not to exceed two years, at any 
reputable school of pharmacy, college of pharmacy or department of 
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pharmacy of a university, shall be accredited on the above required serv- 
ice under a registered pharmacist: Provided, That applicants are able 
to show by proper certificate from the school of pharmacy* college of 
pharmacy or department of pharmacy of a university which they have 
attended that their school work was satisfactory.

Sec. 5. Any person shall be entitled to registration as a local reg- 
istered ' pharmacist and shall be deemed a registered pharmacist within 
the meaning of this Act who is of the age of 21 years or over, of good 
moral character and temperate habits, and who shall have had four 
years' service under a registered pharmacist and shall pass a satisfactory 
examination before the State Board of Pharmacy. Each applicant for 
registration as local registered pharmacist shall pay to the said board 
the sum of ten dollars when his application is filed. The payment of 
said sum of money as aforesaid shall entitle the applicant to take a second 
examination in case he failed in the first, but no more: Provided, That 
said second examination is taken within six months of the first, and upon 
the payment of an additional five dollars, in case the applicant passes a 
satisfactory examination, the secretary of the State Board of Pharmacy 
shall issue to him a certificate as a local registered pharmacist. Said 
board shall have the right to refuse registration to applicants whose 
examinations and credentials are not satisfactory evidence of their com- 
petency. Said certificate shall be operative in and apply to the village, 
town, city, place or locality for which granted and no other. 

Actual time of attendance, but not to exceed two years, at any 
reputable school of pharmacy, college of pharmacy or department of 
pharmacy of a university, shall be accredited on the above required 
service under a registered pharmacist: Provided, That applicants are to 
show by proper certificate from the school of pharmacy, college of phar- 
macy or department of pharmacy of a university which they have at- 
tended that their school work was satisfactory. 

Provided, That no local registered pharmacist certificate shall be 
granted under this section for any village, town, or city, the population 
of which exceeds 1,500 according to the federal census next preceding. 
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Provided, further. That any and all persons holding registered pha 
macist time service certificates heretofore issued may have the san 
renewed from year to year in the same manner and under the same CO^ 
ditions as are provided herein for the renewal of registered pharmaci 
certificates. 

Sec. 6. Any person shall be entitled to registration as an asslslai 
pharmacist who is of the age of 18 years or over, of good moral charact' 
and temperate habits, and who shall have had three years' service und< 
a registered pharmacist and. shall pass a satisfactory examination befo 
the State Board of Pharmacy. Each applicant for registration as assistai 
pharmacist shall pay to the said board the sum of five dollars when h 
application is filed. The payinent of said sum of money as aforesa 
shall entitle the applicant to take a second examination, in case he faili 
in the first, hut i.o more: Protiaed, That said second e 
taken within six months of the first ; and upon the payment of a 
lional live dollars, in case the applicant passes a satisfactory e 
(he secretary of the Board of Pharmacy shall issue to him a certificate i 
registered assistant pharmacist. Said board shall have the right to refu 
registration to applicants whose examinations and credentials are ni 
satisfactory evidence of their competency. Any assistant pharmaci 
shall have the right to act as clerk or salesman in a drug store or pha 
macy during the temporary absence of the registered pharmacist. 

Actual time of attendance, ijut not In exceed one yeax at any repi 
table school of pharmacy, college of pharmacy or department of pha 
macy of a university, shall be accredited on the above required servi 
under a registered pharmacist : Provided, That applicants are able 
show by proper certificate from the school of pharmacy, college of pha 
macy or department of pharmacy of a university which they have attendi 
that their school work was satisfactory. 

Sec, 7. It shall be the duty of registered pharmacists, who tal 
into their employ an apprentice for the purpose of becoming a pharm 
cist, to instruct said applicant to apply to said Board of Pharmacy f 
ref^stration as apprentice, and the said Board of Pharmacy shall ha- 
the right to require such an examination as shall establish the education 
qualifications of the applicant, and the date of experience required of a 
plicants for assistant, or registered pharmacists, shall be computed fro 
the date of registration as apprentice. The Board of Pharmacy sh; 
famish proper blanks for this purpose and issue a certificate of registr 
tion as a registered apprentice upon the payment of two dollars. 
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Sec. 8. All certificates issued by the State Board of Pharmacy shall 
expire on the thirty-first day of December following the date of the 
issuance of same. 

Every registered pharmacist engaged in the active practice of his 
profession shall annually, during the time he continues in such active 
practice, pay to the State Board of Pharmacy a renewal fee, 'to be fixed 
by said board, but which shall in no case exceed $1.50 if paid between 
the first day of January and the first day of March of each year, nor 
$3.00 if paid between the first day of March and the first day of April 
of each year, nor $5.00 if paid between the first day of April and the first 
day of May of each year. The payment of such renewal fee shall entitle 
him to a renewal of his certificate. 

Every assistant pharmacist ergaged in the active practice of his pro- 
fession shall annually, during the time he continues in such active prac- 
tice, pay to the State Board of Pharmacy a renewal fee, to be fixed by- 
said board, but which shall in no case exceed $1.00 if paid between the 
first day of January and the first day of March of each year, nor $2.00 
if paid between the first day of March and the first day of April of each 
year, nor $4.00 if paid between the first day of April and the first day of 
May of each year. The payment of such renewal fee shall entitle him to 
a renewal of his certificate. If the renewal fee for any certificate the 
holder of which is actively engaged in the practice of his profession be not 
paid by the first day of May of each year, such certificate is hereby 
declared null and void, and the holder thereof may be reinstated as a 
registered pharmacist or assistant pharmacist, only by passing a successful 
examination before the State Board of Pharmacy: Provided, That actual 
retirement from the profession of any registered pharmacist or assistant 
pharmacist for a period not exceeding five years, shall not deprive him of 
the right to renew his registration upon the payment of all lapsed fees. 

The Board of Pharmacy may refuse registration, or renewal of certi- 
ficates to, or may suspend the certificates of registered pharmacists or 
assistant pharmacists, who are proven to be so addicted to the excessive 
use of stimulants or narcotics as to render them unsafe to handle or sell 
drugs, medicines and poisons, or who are proven not to be of good moral 
character. 

If the holder of every certificate of pharmacy granted under the 
provisions of this Act shall refuse or neglect to conspicuously display 
the same in the drug store, pharmacy or department to which it applies, 
or of the registered pharmacist who conducts the drug store, pharmacy 
or department shall neglect or refuse to conspicuously display his name 
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over the door or dcparlment, he shall he liable on conviction thereof lo 
pay a penalty of nol less than twenty dollars nor more than lifty <Iollars. 

Sec. 9. The Governor, with the advice and consent of the Senaie, 
shall appoint five persons from among such competent registered 
pharmacists in the State as have had ten years' practical experience in the 
dispensing of physicians' prescriptions since such registration, who shall 
constitute the Board of Pharmacy. The persons so appointed shall hold 
their offices for five years ; Provided, That the terms of office shall be 
so arranged that the term of one shall expire on the thirty-first day of 
December of each year, and the vacancies so created, as well as all vacan- 
cies otherwise occurrirg, shall t^e tilled by the Governor- The Illinois 
Pharmaceutical Association shall anntfally report directly lo the Governor, 
recommending the names of at least three persons whom said association 
shall deem best qualified to fill any vacancies which shall occur in said 

Sec. 10, The Board of Pharmacy shall elect a president from among 
its members, and a secretary, who shall not be a member of said board. 
Said secretary shall receive a salary of $3,000.00 per annum. He shall 
also receive his traveling and other expenses incurred in the performance 
of his official duties. The board shall require the Secretary to give a 
' good and sufficient bond for the faithful performance of his duties. It 
shall be the duty of the board to examine all applications for registration 
submitted in proper form ; to grant certificates of registration to such per- 
sons as may be entitled to the same under the provisions of this Act; to 
cause the prosecution of all persons violating its provisions ; to prescribe 
the duties of the secretary and to make an annual report to the Governor 
and to the Illinois Pharmaceutical Association of all monies received 
and disbursed under the provisions of this Act, which report shall also 
include a record of the proceedings of the board and also the names of 
all registered pharmacists, assistant pharmacists and apprentices to whom 
certificates were granted during the time covered by the report. The 
board is also empowered to employ such clerks, stenographers, inspectors 
and other assistants as may be necessary to fully carry out the provisions 
of this Act. The board shall hold meetings for the examination of ap- 
plicants for registration and the transaction of such other business as 
shall pertain to its duties, at least once in six months ; Provided. That 
said board shall hold meetings at least once in every year in the city of 
Chicago and in the city of Springfield, and it shall give thirty days' public 
notice of the time and place of such meeting; shall have the power to 
make by-laws for the proper fulfillment of its duties under this Act. and 
shall keep a book of registration in which shall be entered the names and 
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places of business of all persons registered under this Act, which book 
shall also specify such facts as said persons shall claim to justify their 
registration. Three members of said board shall constitute a quorum. 

Sec. 11. The members of the board shall receive as compensation 
for their services the sum of eight dollars for each day actually engaged 
in this service. The compensation of the members of the board shall 
be payable upon bills of particulars certified to as correct by the presi- 
dent of the Board of Pharmacy and approved by the Governor, and 
the Auditor of Public Accounts shall pay such compensation out of any 
monies which may from time to time be appropriated for that purpose. 
Each member of the board shall receive his traveling and other expenses 
incurred in the performance of hfs official duties* payable out of any 
appropriation which may be made for such purpose. 

Sec. 12. No person shall sell at retail any drug, medicine or poison 
without affixing to the box, bottle, vessel or package containing the 
same a label bearing the name of the article distinctly shown, with the 
name and place of business of the registered pharmacist from whom the 
article was obtained : Provided, nothing in this section shall apply to the 
sale of patent or proprietary preparations which do not contain cocaine, 
alpha or beta eucaine, or any salt or any compound or derivative of the 
foregoing substances, when sold in original and unbroken packages, nor 
with the dispensing of physicians* prescriptions, nor .with the sale of 
paris green or lead arsenate when sold for insecticide purposes only. 
Every proprietor or manager of a drug store or pharmacy shall keep in 
his place of business a suitable book or file, in which shall be preserved 
for a period of not less than five years, the original of every prescription 
compounded or dispensed at such store or pharmacy, numbering, dating 
and filing them in the. order in which they were compounded, and shall 
produce the same in court or before any grand jury whenever thereto 
lawfully required. Said book or file of original prescriptions shall at 
all times be open for inspection by duly authorized officers of the law. 
Any person failing to comply with the requirements of this section shall 
be liable to a penalty of $5 for any and every offense. 

Sec. 13. Any person who shall wilfully make any false representa- 
tion to procure registration £or himself, or any other person, shall, for 
each and every offense, be liable to a penalty of fifty dollars. 

Sec. 14. No druggist or other person shall manufacture, compound 
or sell or offer for sale or cause to be manufactured, compounded, sold 
or offered for sale any medicine or preparation under or by a name 
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recognized in the United Stales Pharmacopoeia or National Formul 
for internal or external use, which differs from the standard of streni 
quality or purity, as determined by the test laid down in the Uni 
States Pharmacopoeia or National I'^ormulary official at the time of s 
manufacture, compounding, sale or offering for sale. Nor shall 
druggist or other person manufacture, compound, sell or offer for ; 
or cause lo be manufactured, compounded, sold or offered for sale, 
drug, medicine, chemical, or pharmaceutical preparation, the strength 
purity of which shall fall below the professed standard of strength 
purity under which it is sold. Nor shall any dru^isl or other per 
being requested by means of a prescription, or in any manner, to : 
furnish or compound any dnig. medicine, chemical or pharmaceut 
preparation, substitute or cause to be substituted therefor, without n 
Hcation to the purchaser, any other drug, medicine, chemical or pi 
maceutical preparation. Any person violating any provision of 
sectioit upon conviction shall be liable to all the costs of the acl 
and all the expenses incurred by the State Board of Pharmacy in c 
nection therewith, and for the first offense shall be fined not less t 
ten dollars nor more than one hundred dollars, and for each subseqt 
offense shall be fined not less than seventy-five dollars nor more t 
one hundred and fifty dollars. The State Board of Pharmacy is hei 
empowered lo employ an analyst or chemist expert, whose duty it s 
be to examine into any claimed adulteration, substitution or altera 
or other violation hereof, and report upon the result of his investigat 
and, if such report justify such action, the board shall cause the offer 
to be prosecuted. 

Sec. I4a. It shall be unlawful for any druggist or other persoc 
retail, sell or give away any cocaine, alpha or beta eucaine, or any 
or any compound, or derivative of any of the foregoing substances, 
any preparation or compound containing any of the foregoing substan 
or any of their salts or compounds, or derivatives, except upon 
written prescription of a duly registered physician which prescrip 
shall contain the name and address of the person for whom prescri' 
and the date the same shall have been filled, and shall be permane 
retained on file by the person, firm or corporation, where the same s 
have been filled, and it shall be filled but once, and of it no copy s 
be taken by any person, and the original shall at all times he oper 
the inspection of the prescriber. to the State Board of Pharmacy, 
all officers of the law ; except, however, that such cocaine, alpha or 1 
eucaine, or any salt, or any compound, or any derivative, of the foreg< 
substances, or any preparation or compound containing any of the fi 
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going substances, or any of their salts or compounds, or derivatives, 
may lawfully be sold at wholesale upon the written order of a licensed 
pharmacist, or licensed druggist, duly registered practicing physician, 
licensed veterinarian, or licensed dentist, provided, that the wholesale 
dealer shall affix or cause to be affixed to the bottle, box, vessel or 
package, containing the article sold, and upon the outside wrapper of 
the package as originally put up, a label, distinctly displaying the name 
and quantity of cocaine, alpha or beta eucaine, or any salt or compound, 
or derivative of any of the foregoing substances, sold, and the word 
"poison," with the name and place of business of the seller, all printed 
in red ink; and provided, also, that the wholesale dealer shall before 
delivering any of the articles, make or cause to be made in a book kept 
for the purpose, an entry of the sale thereof, stating the date of sale, 
the quantity, name and form in which sold, the name and address of 
the purchaser, and the name of the person by whom the entry is made; 
and the said book shall always be open for the inspection by the proper 
authorities of the law, and shall be preserved for at least five years 
after the date of the last entry made therein. 

It shall be unlawful for any duly registered physician 
or other person, to prescribe, sell or offer for sale, dispense or give away
